For the third time this season the 
chapel bell in Nassau Hall rang out the 
glad tidings of victory. It had rung the 
knell of Chicago's hopes a few short 
weeks ago just as it sounded the funeral 
march for Harvard a week ago and con- 
veyed a dead march from “ Saul” ef- 


fect to Yale ears today. Only on the 
occasion of the Orange and Black's 
eatest triumphs does this bell sound 
orth. And it never sounded a more 
musical note of lilting rythmic joy to 
Princeton than today. 

Two minutes be om the gamé was over 
the east stadium, where the Princeton 
undergraduates sat the game through, 
was emptied of its hordes, and the scene 
of triumph began. The field was in- 
stantaneously one big mass of hilarious 
Princeton humanity.

Mats Thrown Over Cross-Bar. 


Leaping like wild men and fairly howl- 
ing their hapiness to a sympathetic 
world, the students still kept a sem- 
blance of orderly movement as their linc 
twined in and out, up and down the 
length of the gridiron.

Not a man in the crowd failed to ap- 
precitate that it had been truly a game

When, they had paid their graceful 
complimént to their friendly foes the 
Princetonians assembled again at the 
end of the gridiron, but this time for a 
more solemn ceremony. Heads were 
bared and yells stilled while the stately 
measures of ‘‘ Old Nassau’ awoke uni- 
versal thrill. After that the students 
broke up into excited groups and mede 
their way to the town or to their clubs 
to continue the celebration in more in- 
timate surroundings. 


Stadium Filled to Capacity. 


The crowd filled the stadium to its full 
capacity, including the temporary stands 
at the epen end of the horseshoe, and

REAL COLLEGE STUDENTS. 


The historian ef social: manners will 
probably record a decline within the last 
generation in the dominant tone of the 
student body of the American ‘college. 
The bareness and austerity of academic 
existence as pictured by Donat G. 
MITCHELL are now remote. Even Facul- 
ties have not been wholly immune to the 
infection of prosperity. The modest and 
almost self-depreciatory air which Bryce 
noted in his chapter on American univer- 
sities has disappeared. Plethoric endow- 
ments and prodigious enrolments are 
vaunted. Even the less fortunate col- 
leges in the race for money and men 
have their own pathetic sources of pride. 
A foreign scholar was recently congrat- 
ulating the head of a small rural college 
upon the quiet charm of its detached lo- 
cation, only to be told that in proportion 
of campus area to the number of its stu- 
dents it stood first of all institutions in 
the United States. 


The point of ‘view of the student body 
has also changed. Even in the Western 
State universities a college course has 
come to be regarded largely as affording 
primarily an opportunity for an enjoy- 
able and leisurely residence and for so- 
cial advantages. College authorities are 
compelled to resort to strange sumptuary 
regulations. *Thé old codes which for- 
bade the keeping of dog or gun in the 
student’s room ate replaced by prohibi- 
tions upon the student’s bringing his own 
automobile within the classic shades. 
The .lone commencement “prom” has 
been enlarged inte a series of house par- 
ties and hops. which the collegiate rulers 
have had to restrict and even:-police. 
The ocean of frivolity has gained ad- 
vantage on the shore of the curriculum. 

Perhaps a reaction long overdue may 
Dorey manifest itself: To be most effi- 

ious it ought to originate among the 
students. themselves, and no one who 
knows the pervasive but latent idealism 
of our college*boys can doubt: that, once 
the movement started, it would spread 
rapidly. Why should not something like 
an Oxford movement sweep the present 
academic generation? It would certainly 
not run along theological lines, like its 
British precursor, but might. be a return 
to standards of intellectual seriousness. 
It would make the pursuit of knowledge 
actually come first in the life of the stu- 
dent, and.a man’s rating in the*esteem 
of his fellows would rest upon the per- 
sistency with which he fought toward 
that goal. It would automatically solve 
the problem of too many students going 
to college. It is possible that the aca- 
demic Samurdi might soon, be able to 
dominate the college world, if they would 
but attempt it. 








ECONOMIC EDUCATION. 


In a book recently published by Mr. 
LoREE, widely known in connection with 
two leading railways, he suggests the 
cost of educating those who think that 
they. are wise in their own affairs. - He 
says thatit costs the railways $5,000 to 
educate an engineman and $1,000,000 to 
educate a general manager. In a big 
terminal the difference between the value 
of the services of a good yardmaster and 
@ poor one may equal the President’s 
salary. Therefore it is economy not to 
save wages -by underpaying good men, 
or by letting good men go for the sake 
of getting cheaper help. 

The book is professional, but it sug- 
gests similar political reflections. What 
is the cost to the country of educating 


the farmers and other shippers out of, 


the notion that. they want cheap rates 


rather than. good service by the rail-. 


ways, and that the way ‘to better rail- 


way service is to reduce the earnings of 


railways which are working harder and 
more efficiently than ever, and already 
more cheaply than any other railways in 
the world?) What is the cost to the coun- 
try of educating an Interstate Commerce 
Commission? What is the loss to the 
country through the election of Con- 
gressmen so incapable of learning by 
events that they cannot pass laws which 
do not n revision as soon as passed?

CAT AND DOG LATIN. 


The Academia Pro Interlingua, found-. 


ed at Turin in 1887 and interrupted by 
the war, is agairf resurgent, and sends 
a circular to its members. The Academy 
is a model of interlingual tolerance and 
welcomes the friends of every form of 
international tongue from Volapik to Ro. 
To venerable college graduates still able 
to spell out their Latin Readers is of- 
fered this engaging lesson in’ or speci- 
men of a pretty purely Latin Inter- 
lingua: 
In uno restaurante de Sina, puero servi 
‘ ad domino de Europa plato de carne, que 
domino puta ex cato. Domino, que ignora 
»Hngua -de Sina, demanda in Bsperanto: 
** Chiu ‘estas tio? (quod es hoc?)"’ Puero, 
que cognosce Volaptik, ‘responde: ‘‘ No 
kapalob (me non intellige).”” Tunc*domino 
demanda: ‘‘Miau? Miau?’’ Puero: re- 
sponde: j‘‘ Bau bau.” Es carne de cane. 


This fable ought to be intelligible to 
persons who have some scraps of Latin 
still left in their scrips; but it is to be 
wished that the intrusive barbarous 
“kapalob” had been left out. It had 
to be interpreted ‘for the benefit of the 
beginner. How far Frenchmen, Span- 
iards, Italians, Portuguese will recognize 
these testaments from the common Latin 
mother may be doubted; and ‘in practical 
use these anecdotes are not very helpful. 
Not with feline and canine Latin could 
most of ‘us, no matter how much our 
memories treasure the learning of the 
Latin Reader, ask when and where to 
take a “tram” or. successfully negotiate 
the purchase of a trousers belt. Still, 
Interlingua gives its users a large op- 
tion. It admits every word common to 
English, German, French, Italian, Span- 
ish, Portuguese, Russian, and every 
Latin word in the English etymological 
vocabulary. Wouldn’t a Russian who 
has no Latin find himself somewhat 
helpless, even with all the hospitable 


promises of Interlingua? No matter. It’ 


is a moral consolation to be penetrated 
thoroughly and sympathetically by the 
simplicity of the restaurant anecdote, 
which we take pleasure in submitting to 
our Latinists. 
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HAIL TO THE CHIEF. 


"All America ‘winlepenen CLEMENCEAU 
with as good reason asthe Legion wel- 
comed FocuH. In a sense, he is our Old 
Commander. Of that truly Grand Al- 
liance of 1918, a League of Nations in 
active operation, which came nearer. the 
idealist’s -vision of the whole race work- 
ing for a common objective than any 
other .grouping of peoples in all his- 
tory, FocH was the military leader and 
WILSON the moral leader; but CLEMEN- 
CEAU was the spearhead of inflexible 
Will. The man who had purged France, 
had crushed the creeping things that in- 
fested the slime of defeatism, became the 
incarnation of a whole world’s resolution. 
He was the unfailing source of that re- 
lentless determination which enabled the 
Allies to rally from defeat as the Ger- 
mans could not; more truly even than 
Focu he beat the Germans at their own 
game. - 

These things M. CLEMENCEAU will hear 
from the millions who love him. Let us 
consider, for a moment, those who hate 
him. .No man on earth has such an en- 
viable collection of enemies; no one else 
enjoys the hostility of such a wide’ as- 
sortment of discreditable characters, for 
reasons highly creditable to. himself. In 
‘this country there are some estixnable 
gentlemen, more notable for their good 
intentions than for their judgment, who 
presume to be more Wilsonian than 
WILSON, and who because the President 
had’ some struggles with M. CLEMENCEAU 
in the Peace Conference have regarded 
the old Tiger as saber-toothed and insa- 
tiable. 

They think otherwise in France. The 
French rejected CLEMENCEAU because he 








would not undertake the responsibility of 


tearing the Rhineland with its 8,000,000 
Germans away from Germany. He sac- 
rificed his immediate political future to 


the ultimate interests of European peace. 


It is a fate that has befallen a good 
many. statesmen since democracy  ob- 
tained some check on foreign policy— 
ORLANDO and GUESHOFF are two within 
recent memory. The people may be the 
fount of all wisdom, but -nations—all 
nations—in moments of high feeling are 
apt to want more than they ought to get. 
“It takes a courageous statesman to with- 
stand the ardor civium prava jubentium. 
CLEMENCEAU did it, and his loss is our 
gain in that it enables us to have him 
as our guest. .

THE ALLIES’ ARMISTICE. 


In an article upon the armistices in 
The American Journal of International 
Law, Major Gen. TASKER H. Buiss, the 
American military representative with 
the Supreme War Council, is at great 
pains to prove that the armistice imposed 
upon. Germany was not initiated or even 
proposed by the United States. General 
Buiss, who has never concealed his opin- 
ion that the terms were too mdderate, 
seems to have been provoked by reports 
that the United States, in “a desire. to 
“rob the Allies of the \fruits of the 
“common victory,” had insisted upon the 
conclusion of hostilities. “At various 
times,” says the General, “ this idea has 
“been inculcated in varioug quarters, 
“sometimes in ignorance, generally in 
“malice.” As _an expression of it he 
quotes that much discussed passage of a 
repudiated interview with Rupyarp Kir- 
LING, whom he calls, without naming 
him, “a distinguished member of the 
literary. world”: “ America had forced 
“the Allies into making peace at the 
“first opportunity instead of insisting 

“upon finishing in Berlin. America quit 
“the' day of the. armistice without wait- 
“ing to see the thing through.” Of.these 
statements General BLIss says, while ac- 
cepting Mr. KiP.inc’s denial, that “ they 
“are the exact charges notoriously and 
“ frequently made by many writers and 
“ speakers.” * 

Of their responsibility nothing is said, 
but he proceeds to demolish the charges. 
No one now seriously believes, in Europe 
or elsewhere, that the United States 
Government coerced the Allies into mak- 


“ing peace “ instead of insisting upon fin- 


ishing in Berlin.” The American Army, 
which had not been worn down by years 
of war, but was physically fresh and ag- 
gressive, did want to continue the eam- 
paign, cut the Germans’ line of retreat, 
compel the surrender of their army. and 
march to Berlin. The United States Gov- 
ernment, after replying to a series of 
German notes suing for peace, referred 
the matter to the Governments of our 
allies. “If these Governments,” said 
Mr. WiLson in his note of Oct.-28, 1918, 
“are disposed to effect peace upon the 
“terms. and principles indicated, their 
“military advisers and the military ad- 
“visers of the United States should be 
“asked to submit .* * * the neces- 
“ sary terms of such an armistice as will 
“fully protect the interests of the peo- 
“ples involved.” Here was no dictation, 
but a diplomatic suggestion in guarded 
language, as General BLiss points out. 
He says: 

Probably most people believe that the 
first consideration by the European Allies 
of armistice terms as preliminary to peace © 
was given after the communication of the 
United States note of Oct. 23, 1918. 

That was not the case, as he proceeds 
to show. When the first German note 
was dispatched to Washington, early in 
October, the Prime Ministers of Great 
Britain, France and Italy met in Paris 
and “ agreed upon certain principles for 
the basis of an armistice.” The military 
representatives of the Allies and the 
United States were asked to meet to con- 
sider these principles. General Buiss de- 
clined, on the ground that “a German 
“note on this subject was then pending 
“before the Government at- Washing- 
“ton.” The other military _representa- 
tives attended, and a document of terms 
was drawn up. by them and submitted 
to the three Prime Ministers. “ This 
document,” says General Buiss, “ was at 
once cabled in exténso to Waslingtoh.” 
The American military representative 
was asked to reconsider his decision and 
sign, but he declined. General Buiss 
suggests.that the action of the Allies was 
taken’ because “it was apprehended that 
* some committal might be made adverse 
“to allied wishes or interests.” Also, he. 
thinks that.“ the Allies wished to be ten- 
“tatively prepared by studies: of their 
“ own in casehotes should be addressed 
“to them by Germany as had been‘done 
“to the United States.” He adds: “The

Mariners 
who ventured up the Straits and who 
would go into the “ Friendless Waters ” 
beyond were ever in terror of these rocks 
that seemed to rise up and strike each 
other and were ready to crush whatever 
was caught between them. 

When Jason and his Argonauts were 
in search of the golden fleece, they 
paused in Thrace to consult the sage as 
to how they might safely pass this clash- 
ing gate. Taking his advice, they let go 
a dove, which made its way safely be- 
tween the islands with the loss of only a 
few tail feathers, and then they fol- 
lowed with all possible speed, and so 


. passed safely through, the rocks barely 


grazing the stern of the boat. 

Europe and Asia now stand on either 
side ef the Straits, whose freedom the 
whole world desires for its commerce in 
food and raw materials and manufac- 
tures, the golden fleece of today. Can- 
not the American eagle play the part 
of the dove in the legend, to keep these 
continents from crushing not only com- 
merce but untold lives? Even our “ ob- 
servers” perhaps can serve this useful 
purpose of divining the way for those 
who must negotiate this difficult pas- 
sage. Such a service would be worth our 
venturing, even if we lost a few tail 
feathers. 








ONE CENSOR LESS. 


The proposed law for movie censor- 
ship in Massachusetts, which not: so 
long ago seemed likely to be passed more 
or less by default, was rejected by the 
voters on Nov. 7 by a majority of five 
to two. The vote cast against it, 545,000, 
was the largest ever turned out in 
Massachusetts for or against any issue— 
mere issues notoriously having less in- 
terest than candidates. But Massachu- 
setts was interested in this particular 
issue, and the result is a highly encour- 
aging setback for the inspired law- 
givers who hand down stipulations as 
to what the public may or may not see. 

This victory for the liberties .which 
our ancestors cherished, but which 
present-day Americans sometimes seem 
willing to resign to any well organized 
clique, was due to the fact that the 
moving picture representatives took the 
trouble to argue with the voters and tell 
them what was what. There are already 
plenty of laws for the punishment of 
indeceney, in the pictures or, anywhere 
else. Judges ahd juries do not always 
construe them so vindictively as the 


-Sumners would like, but nobody can get 


very much excited about that. So far as 
the movies are concerned they are 
trying to do their own housecleaning, 
and ‘succeeding fairly well. Only the 
other day it was announced that one of 


the largest producers had thrown away 


three pictures, finished but never dis- 
tributed, by Fatty ARBUCKLE, which rep- 
resented. an investment of half a mil- 
lion and possible profits of three or 
four times that sum. Of course, the 
chief fault of the moves, an excess of 
bone’ in the head, is hard to reach; but 
it certainly cannot be reached by censdr- 
ship, for censors have outdone even the 
wildest stupidities of directors. 

The result in Massachusetts was. due 


_in some part to the experience of cen- | 


sorship in New York and Pennsylvania. 
Of our local censors, it may at least be 
eaid that they have been less absur 
than their neighbors of Pennsylvania, 
‘but their effort to keep the public from 
finding out what changes they made, 
and why,.was an offense more serious 
than any of the changes thembelves, 
That’s for remembrance; apparently our 
Censorship law will be repealed by the

Movie SORTS was only @ minor 
issue in the New York election, but it. 
doubtless turned some votes. ‘The ver- 
dict in Massachusetts’ was plain and 
decisive.

Complete .and uncompromising 
pessimism has hitherto been that magazine’ 8 
most engaging quality; but its editors are 
adherents of & dogmatic religion, and out- 
side its permitted limits they cannot. go. 

Consequently, it seems, they must postu- 
late a ‘‘ natural man ’’ who'contained all-the 
virtués and none of the vices until he was 
corrupted by an outside agency. Back to 
the: eightéenth century—back to Genesis, for 
that matter—a curious feversion for a for- 
ward-looking magazine. The devil who 
ruined |this innocent creature, in thé eyes of 
the editors of The Freeman, was monopoly” 
in natural. resources; and: they hate the 
devil so much that they must idealize his 
victim, even if it. means shutting: their eyes 
to most of the eyidence. All credit to them 
for writing so well in a world of ane di- 
mension. 


On second thought, they also deserve com- 
mendation for their prudent choice of a re- 
ligion. Their gospel is the Single Tax, some- 
thing that is in no danger whatever of be- 
coming a practical issue. The early Chris- 
tians made the blunder of. expecting. an im-’. 
mediate return of their Lord, and had the 
onerous responsibility of making their lives 
correspond ta.their expectation of imminent 
judgment.

Obviously, 
Harvard can’t drop Princeton now, having 
lost the last two games; nor can she do it if 
she wins next year, for\in some sports there 
fs an ethical stigma attached to quitting 
when you are winner. 

The Harvard Crimson very properly re- 
bukes this loose talk, some of which has 
come from respectable sources, and reminds 
both universities of the responsibility resting 
on those institutions which so largely set the 
ideals of collegiate sport. How far the thing 
had: gone before this salutary check may be 
gathered from the fact that Harvard men 
had been talking of the ‘‘ disdfvahtageous 
schedule.’’ Harvard meets, Princeton, while 
Yale plays a weak team. The next Saturday 
Yale meets the battered Princetonians,. while 
Harvard plays a weak team, And, finally, 
Harvard,. with a -recuperated team, meets 
Yale weakened by the Princeton battle. To 
talk about a disadvantage to Harvard in that 
implies that it is unfair to expect Harvard to 
meet Princeton and Yale in the same year.

A week of exceptional variation in 
prices and of rapid changes in financial 
mood endéd yesterday with a stock mar- 
ket 80 inert and peaceful as to suggest 
the trading of a midsummer Saturday. 
Transactions were in fact the smallest 
since the August vacation. period. This 
return of calmness, so Soon after Tues- 
day's overwhelming decline -with Wall 
Street’s accompanying despair and 
Wednesday's abrupt. recovery with’ ‘the 
return of fimancial\ hope, may possibly 
mark thé program for the next few 
weeks. A period of dullness and _hesi- 
tancy usually follows just such violent 
unsettlement—always supposing that the 
professional speculators have reduced 
their commitments to @ safe margin and 
that no unexpected good ‘or bad news 
upsets calculations.

the purchases made in the middle of 
the week ‘were closed out by sales on the 
later recovery.

Fear of drastic taxation within the 

next two years, the desire ‘to popularize 
their shares with .\the investing ‘public 
by bringing them down to modest prices, 
and the desire of wealthy individuals to 
distribute . their stocks, ‘have brought 
about readjustments by: forty-one cor- 
porations and the distribution to present 
stockhoMers of approximately. $1,119,- 
000,000 in stock and cash dividends ‘dur- 
ing the past thirty days. The era of 
“stock dividends ’’ is unlike: anything 
that Wall Street has seen heretofore, 
and it has caused excited speculative 
markets as rumors got abroad that this 
or that corporation was about to declare 
& stock dividend. 
_ Practically every industry -of _im- 
Portance in the. country is represented in 
the Hist of those which have taken steps 
to distribute long accumulated surplus 
to stockholders by extra cash dividends 
or by giving from one to sixteen shares 
of new stock for every share of stock 
now held. i 

The question frequently. encountered 
in the financial district is: “What ts 
back of all the stock dividends which 
have been declared? ”’ So far as can 
be learned from officials and directors 
of corporations’ which have taken thie 
step the main desire is to transfer- 
tremendous amounts of money. which 
have been plowed back into the corpora- 
tions in ‘prosperous years to the hands 
of stockholders. But this question fs al- 
ways followed by one. of inquiry as to 
why it should be done at this particular 
time by such a very large number of 
well-known. corporations. The answers 
given are many and varied. Back of it 
all, however, is known to be the shadow

Prospered During the War.

Still another reason advanced for the 
many stock dividends is the desire on 
the part of the Boards of Directors of 
the respective companies to popularize 
their securities and give them wile dis- 
tribution among the public as well as 
among their employes...

IN STORE SERVICE 


Mechanical and. ‘Other: Devices 
Employed for the Rooompleh- 
ment of This End. 


Every well-posted retail merchant is 
aware nowadays that, to be successful, 
rhe. must sell service as well as mer- 
chandise. It-has become almost an axiom 
that a customer will remember good 
service after the merchandise’ is for- 
gotten. On the other hand, she is just 
as prone to remember poor service and, 
regardless of the quality of the mer- 
chandise she bought, do her future buy- 
ing somewhere else. 

With modern competition making it 
necessary for one retailer to sell as good 
merchandise at as low a-price as the 
next one, {t is very difficult for one store 
to stand out at the expense of another in 
this respect. This, however, is not the 
casé with service. Because the cus- 
tomer does not actually buy it at so 
much per yard, many merchants have 
not come fully to recognize its great im- 
Dortance. Many othérs recognize that 
service is a vital factor in the success of 
their business, but they do not realize 
the many angles from which the service 
question must be viewed. A merchant 
may, for instance, send out 4 special 
messenger to a customer who is waiting 
for a much-needed half’ yard of lace 
with' which to complete the trimming of | th 
a dress, and figuratively pat himself on 
thé back be¢ause of the good service 
he has rendered.

about. 

“*In analysing the fabric orders which 
the company I am connected with has 
received for Spring, I have noted 
some interesting things,’’ he continued. 
‘Among the more { 
which. examination of the business 


smaller -manufacturer is buying more 
freely. This, in itself, indicates a sub- 
stantial improvement over conditions 
which have lately prevailed. But it is 
not the most significant aspect. ’ 

“The outstanding feature’ which has 
impressed me is the fact that the orders 
show that the. smaller and. medium), 
sized manufacturer is buying the \best 
fabrics. In truth, it may be said that 
they -are buying better fabrics, and 
more of them in proportion, than the 
makers of the well-known nationally 
advertised lines of men’s clothing. This 
is, undoubtedly, a curious situation and 
one that warrants more then the passing 
consideration of the latter firms. 

“The mills of which I am the selling 


next year. In going over the orders it 
is noticeable, at once that they were 
mathly received from the smaller manu- 
facturers. This is so because the selling 
effort, since the opening of the lines, 
was not to get large individual orders 
but to secure as widespread a dis- 
tribution as possible. In no sense can 
it be inferred that the fabrics are going 
to irresponsibles because they are xoing 
.to. the smaller manufacturers, as the 
credit losses of the firm I am concerned 
with are so small that they do not 
figure_in the selling costs.

The only limit 
to their purchases has been their credit. 
They use these fabrics in producing

CAMEL’S HAIR PRODUCTS. 


Whence Comes the Raw Material 
Out of Which They Are Made. 


In view of the rather extensive vogue 
of the camel's hair skirt this season and 
ite probable popularity during the early 
Spring. season it is interesting to note 
the origin of the real camel’s hair which 
is used in the making. of the skirting 
fabric:: Most of the fine camel's hair 
comes from the cooler sections of China, 
according to one of the leading makers 
of these fabrics, 
from the camelg in the very warmer 
sections is neither fine nor- abundant. 

Camels at a certain season of the year 
shed their hair, this dropping off in 
bunches most frequently while they are 
asleep.. When a caravan is on a trip 
there is always a special boy whose duty 


it is to gather up this shed hair in’ bas- | : 


kets before the march for the day is 
undértaken: After this has been done 
and the caravan reaches a certain point, 
the hair is sorted and baled for export. 
Of course, where camels are kept for 
short travels thia procedure is not fol- 
lowed, and the hair is brought directly 
to the local buyer. 

In sorting Into the different grades 
the basis of selection is the fineness in 
the diameter of the hair. The coarser 
the fiber the less valuable it is. After 
reaching this country dyeing, weaving 
and finishing processes are used that 
are described as being dissimilar in sev- 
eral respects to that used in the pro-~ 
duction of woolen fabrics. 

One of the features ‘of camel’s hair is 
that it gives warmth with lightness. It 
‘is pointed out that-the camel must have 
edequate protection against the cold of 
the night pais the desert, but must not 
be-too heavily burdened in. the heat-of 
the noonday\sun by thick hair.

not talk that way to the autocratic 
Governor. In Daly's mind, no thea- 
tre existed but his own, and to ad- 
vance its legitimate fame no sacrifice 
was too great. 

After Drew left Daly he played 
only one Shak character, 
Benedick, which he ‘had always 
wanted to play,"’ and for which, ob- 
viously, he is ideally equipped both 
as a man and as an artist. The re- 
sult is a modern memory and, in 
spite of the unquestionable excellence 
of the performance in many respects, 
a melancholy one. The actor’s 
technique is a garment that fades 
and vanishes in the dark of the 
wardrobe, Mr. Drew has no il- 
lusions. ‘‘ I suppose I had been 
away from this style of comedy too 
long—more than twenty years; in 
any event, the production was not 
a success, and the acting was not 
up to the standard set in Daly's 
productions of Shakespeare.’’ Much 
as the modern organization of the 
theatre has done for the prosperity 
of the actor and the art of the play- 
wright, it has been fatal to the 
classical repertory.

in Interview with Lindley M. 
Garrison, ex-Secretary of War

AT a third party is in the 
political offing no one seems 
to doubt. There are portents 
aplenty, in the lack of sharp 
division between the great 
parties as they now exist, in the 
profound dissatisfaction of the voter 





with their performances, in the dis- 
quiet of old-line politicians 
and the tendency toward 
bloc government at Wash- 
ington. 

William Allen White has 
said that the way to bring 
new parties into being is to 
wet the standpats into one 
party and by natural! repul- 
sion expel the radicals into 
another; and Pr. Nicholas 
Murray Butler, as though 
in answer to the challenge, 
has proposed the formation 
of a Democratic-Repub- 
lican Party, which would - 


represent ‘‘ the predomi-

Lindley M. tjsarrison, for- 
mer Secretary of War, goes 
further.

Paderewski made his first appear- 
ance in New York in November, 
1891. Possibly some one versed in 
the subtleties of astrology may have 
ascertained what happy conjunction 
of the stars prevailed at the moment. 
If not, it ought to be worth while, 
for the sensation which followed was 
epochal in the annals of music. 
There were other master pianists 
even then. The platforms of a thou- 
sand concert halls shook beneath 
their thumpings. Many pages of 
the dictionaries of music are devoted 
to their biographies, their talents 
and their triumphs. But here came 
a fiery meteor, paling all other illu- 
minations. Only, unlike the usual 
meteor, this one abided and became 
a fixed star, without losing any of 
the original brilliance. 

A fascinating figure truly, even to 
the eye. Like a medieval knight from 
the pages of an eighteenth century 
romance. Tall and slender, with the 
features one would attribute to Sir- 
Gallahad and such an aureole as had 
never been imagined by even Fra 
Angelico. The impressionable gasped 
at the sight of him. The craze of 
worship was in the atmosphere even 
before he struck a note. It became 
almost hysterical as the fingers of 
steel with tips of velvet drew from 
the instrument melody and majesty, 
harmony and poetry, ravishing to 
even the untutored ear. In the gal- 
lery at Lemberg there is a portrait of 
Paderewski as Orpheus stilling the

The point of all this is that the 
audiences of the poetic Pole threw 
off these normal trammels. The 
dull, the ignorant, the apathetic and 
even the weary rose superior to 
themselves. Something went across 
the footlights which could not be re- 
sisted.. It was not the magic of the 
musician alone, for soon the whole 
town came to hear—and to see. Audi- 
ences in which the percentage of 
comprehending was far below the 
average rose with the same furor as 
the better informed. Individuals to 
whom the piano was commonly an 
instrument of torture felt the com- 
pulsion and joined wildly in the ap- 
plause. Returning time and time 
again, they split their gloves and 
their throats with the same abandon | even 
as the connoisseurs, and went forth 
with flushed cheeks and eyes alight, 
though they had not the remotest 
understanding of what they had 
heard. 

New York was no world capital in 
those days. It was, in fact, rather 
provincial. In music as in other 
kinds of artistic expression. Even 
opera, most popular of all, was not 
yet fully established, while only a 
Franz Kneisel could put over a con- 
tinuous offering of chamber recitals. 
The number of New Yorkers even 
nominally interested in the higher 
forms of music was proportionately 
much less than today. Men and wo- 
men otherwise cultivated were not 
ashamed to admit indifference as 
well as ignorance in this direction. 
Yet never since has there been such 
a general agitation over a musician. 

Some ascribed it to personal mag- 
netism, others to the fascination of 
the picture presented by the artist, 
his Poses, extraordinary 


for the curious. To the caricaturists 
it suggested a huge chrysanthemum 
of gleaming gold. Not to have seen 
it was to bar one’s self from the 
after-dinner conversation of the 
average party. A petty detail in the 
consideration of a great artist, but 
huge audiences, willing to pay opera 
prices for an evening with a single 
entertainer, are never made up of the 
cognoscenti alone. 

These would not have risen from 
their seats in wild disorder to storm 
the platform. That form of enthu- 
siasm is the product of influences 
foreign to those capable of real judg- 
ment. Hysteria and vanity, the hope 
of being noticed among the vocifer- 
ous, are not absent. -It hag become 
the order of things musical in New 
York whenever any performer with 
a@ name entitled to newspaper head- 
lines confronts an audience—so es- 
sential to the appearance of suc- 
cess that it has to be arranged where 
it is not spontaneous, so that one 
can no longer tell whether the 
clamor for ericores is genuine or 
paid for.

They wanted to escape a remote 
central authority which could tell 
them whether they must pray three 
hours or seven hours a day. The 
Huguenots, the Quakers, the Puri- 
tans came to this country for indi- 
vidual liberty, and the Constitution 
was so framed that the States should 
exercise police power over the con- 
* duct of the individual. And so we 
had the constitutional question of 
State rights. : 

** But that, as a point of actual 
divergence, has disappeared. After 
a Democratic. Administration has car- 
ried the centralization of govern- 
ment to a point never before ap- 
proached in this ; Probably 
never even dreamed-of by the har- 
diest Republican advocate of. central- 
ized powers, the Democratic Party 
can no longer lay claim to any vir- 
tues as a proponent of local auton- 
omy. State rights are no mere a 
‘national issue today than the tariff, 
and there is no other issue which 
can be called national in the political 
sense. The League of Nations is 
not now and never has been strictly 
a party question. Even if it were, 
it would not suffice as a line of 
cleavage, for a great political party 
must have its domestic platform. 
We have not reached the point in 
the United States where foreign re- 
lations can serve as the sole topic 
of debate in a Presidential cam- 
paign. 

** It is surprising to find how gen- 
erally men are in agreement on pub- 
lic questions. To discern whether 
one is a Republican or a Democrat 
is impossible from overhearing their 
discussion of political matters. It 
is not until you ask them directly 
for whom they intend voting that 
you can learn whether they are Re- 
publicans or Democrats. { am go- 
ing to vote for this man, they will 
tell you, or for that. Politics has 
become a matter of personalities, not 
of principles. In Missouri the per- 
sonality of the incumbent was the 
sole State-wide issue in the Senato- 
rial campaign, and in other States 
you were as likely to find a Republi- 
can as a Democrat on the side of 
the wets, or vice verse. In no State 
could you find a clear-cut division, 
us between Democrats and Republi- 
cans, on principles.’’ 

it may not be amiss to set down 
at this point a story which is cur- 
rent im Washingtea,. and which I 
repeated to Judge Garrison. Senator 
“Moses, so the story goes, asked Sen- 
ator Borah to make speeches in two 
New Engiand States. 

“ But what am I to talk about?’’ 
Borah demariced. ‘* The tariff? The 
bonus? I am a protectionist, but I 
am not an embargoist. And I fought 
“the bonus bill. What could I say 
that would help the Republican 
Party?” 

To which Senator Moses is said to 
have replied that the only hope for 
the party was to persuade the voter 
that the Democratic Party was at 
any rate worse, so as to prevent him 
from voting for a return to Demo- 
cratic administration. The story is 
interesting as revealing the quand- 
ary which so many faced at the polls 
recently, in the choice of the lesser 
of two evils. 

“The only question to be decided 
in any State in the elections just 
held,” Judge Garrison agreed, “‘ was 
whether one candidate made a better 
appeal to the electorate than an- 


it. Within both parties there are 
men who take opposing views of it. 
Within both parties there are today 
men who think that Congress should 
have the power to re-enact and make 
permanent a law already declared 
unconstitutional by the Supreme 
Court. Certainly this could not now 
be done, and could only be done 
after a constitutional amendment 
permitting it. 

“We have already yielded to the 
Pressure of popular opinion until. we 
have twisted and distorted the Con- 
stitution out of semblance to the 
original instrument and the inten- 
tion of the men who framed it. The 
conservative element of our popula- 
\tion ought to say that never shall a 
change be brought about, however 
desirable the reform to be effected, 
unless it can be brought about with- 
in constitutional limits. 


| member, when the Supreme Court 
declared the first Federal child labor 
law unconstitutional. Now, if any 
person had appeared on the floor of 
the ConstitutionaJ Convention in 
Philadelphia which framed the pres- 
ent instrument, and had urged that 
under its provisions Congress had 
power to pass an act Yorbidding any 
person, whether thirty months old or 
thirty years old, to work in a fac- 
tory, the founders of the Government 
would have asked in amazement 
where there was any such provision. 
They would have asked why the 
States themselves could not regulate 
a matter touching so closely the lives 
of individual citizens; and they 
would have pointed out that the 
whole spirit back of the creation of 
the Constitution was opposed to such 
an enactment. 

** Nowadays it is argued by advo- 
cates of a Federal child labor law 
that factory cwners have got control 
of the State Governments, and that 
it is impossible to regulate them 
through the State machinery. If 
this charge be true, then that is a 
matter for the States to attend to. 
They should do some house-cleaning. 


“ There was a great outcry, I re-|> 


They should not make their un- 
savory conditions at home an ex- 
cuse for paternalism. This thing of 
passing the buck has been in large 
measure responsible for our present 
centralization of government. 

“The municipal authorities have 

felt that to enforce disagreeable rules 
or regulations would make them un- 
popular, and they have passed on 
that duty to the State authorities: 
and the State authorities in turn 
have passed it on to Washington. 
There has thus been a tendency to 
centralization through the mere 
dread of responsibility. Democracy 
has been defined as organized self- 
control. If municipal and State 
units cannot control themselves in 
matters pertaining to the life and 
deportment’ of the individual, to 
what a condition has democratic 
government come! 
“It would be nonsense to ascribe 
a scientific mind to the broad elec- 
torate. There is an overwhelming 
public sentiment in this country 
against child labor in factories, but 
the existence of that sentiment does 
not mean that Federal regulation of 
factory labor is lawful. The Supreme 
Court is the proper agency: to de- 
termine scientifically whether such 
regulation lies within the sphere of 
the State or of the Central Govern- 
ment. 

** It is within the right of the peo- 
ple to amend the Constitution if they 
believe it desirable to do so. The 
Eighteenth Amendment is clearly 
legal. To say a constitutional amend- 
ment is unconstitutional is, gener- 
ally speaking. a contradiction in 
terms. Prohibition by Federal en- 
actment seems to me outside the 
sphere of the Constitution and an 
invasion by the Central- Government 
of individual rights against which 
the founders of this Republic sought 
to safeguard us. If Maine wanted 
to go dry, let her. If Kansas wanted 
to follow suit, let her. 

** But that the General Govern- 
ment should have power by Federal 
authority to enforce a like regulation

“ Are we to effect reforms, as in 
the case of prohibition, by changing 
the Constitution, or are we to effect 
them regardless of the limitations 
placed upon us, the safeguards 
thrown around us, by constitutional 
provisions?

Are we to embark upon an un- 
charted sea of irresponsibte tegisia- 
tive control? 

‘““To prevent this and safeguard 
our form of government as devised 
by the Constitution, in spirit as well 
as in form, may well be made the 
basis upon which to founda third 
party. If this were done, we could 
shake the voters out of each party, 
as now organized, into the proper 
receptacle. If it is not done, I do 
not expect to see in my time the

Rusty nails and wheels indicate that 
several days have elapsed sinre they 
were moved. Many of the mines 
have held up or delayed production 
because the coal would not be taken 
away. Lack of tocomotives with 
which to haul the trains is stated 
upon reliable authority to be the 
actual reason of this condition. a 

As for the strike-breaker, half- 
heartedly standing about in an effort 
to draw his wages—and bonus, if he 
remains thirty days—he is not hav- 
ing an easy time of it. Haif of the 
work is done at night; must be if 
the roads are to operate twenty-four 


hours a day.

Five hundred of the 700 strike- 
breakers in the shops at San Ber- 
nardino, Cal., a month ago were 
Mexicans who knew nothing about 
mechanical work. -- At other places 
Indians have been employed. Re- 
cently at Downs, Kan., a_ strike- 
breaker undertook to move an engine 
in the roundhouse and he ran it 
straight through the wall. At Tay- 
lor, Texas, another left the throttle 
of an engine open, after the engineer 
had ‘delivered it to the yards ‘or re- 
pairs. The engine, once repaired, was 
steamed up, and then without warn- 
ing got under way, dropping into the 
turn-table pit. While the entire 
force was trying to extricate it, an- 
other engine started up with a leaky 
throttle and backed off the end of a 
dump. Engines are costly toys, too! 

The companies generally declare 
that satisfactory conditions exist, 
stating at the same time that main- 
taining strike-breakers is not to their 
liking. The strikers, however, man-

MAN-MADE MISERY 





“Let us say that there are a thousand millions of men on the earth at this time: Who can-weigh and measure the aggregate of pain which 


this one generation has endured, and will endure from birth to death? 


Then add to this all the pain which has fallen and will fall upon our 


race through generations past and to come. Is there not, then, some great gulf fixed between us and the good God?”—Cardinal Newman. 


AT LEAST FIFTY 


The late Sir William Osler of Oxford in a lay 
sermon before the students of the University of 
Edinburgh delivered in 1910, commented on these 
words of Cardinal Newman as follows: 

“It is a world-old tale, this of the trembling 
heart, the failing eves, the desponding mind of the 
natural man.” 

He goes on to say, however, that a vast amount 
of this misery is man-made; that considerable prog- 
ress had even then been made through the exercise 
of man’s intelligence and that still greater power 
was hoped for from the future development of pre- 
ventive medicine. He rightly stated that preven- 
tive medicine, a blundering art, until thirty or forty 
years ago, had been made a science by the discov- 
ery of the causes of many of the serious epidemic 
diseases, and that more particularly in connection 
with the great plagues of the world would man’s 
redemption of man in the future be effected. 
Fortunately, he qualified this by saying “We have 

“only touched the fringe of the subject.” 

No doubt at the present moment this wise 
philosopher and physician would further qualify his 
remarks and agree with the progressive medical 
minds of the day that our chief hope for the future 
lies not so much in the sanitary protection of our 
communities and the conquest of plagues as in the 
upbuilding of the. individual. 

The community of cells that constitutes the in- 
dividual must be studied, governed and harmonized 
with regard to health and efficiency just as we have 
endeavored to do in the government and protec- 
tion of our communities. 

The body must be made as healthful a place to live 
in as the city. 

* The gap between the Creator and man, as evi- 
denced by this enormous load of human misery, 
must be bridged not by feeble and futile appeals for 
su atural aid, but by the exercise of man’s in- 
telligence, and by the application of practical sci- 
entific methods of correction. If, as we have de- 
clared above, fifty per cent. of this misery is pre- 
‘ventable, then the blame for at least that amount 
of misery must be laid at the door of mankind. 

That Prof. Irving Fisher and the experts who 
contributed to the Report on National Vitality 
(Roosevelt .Commission 1909) were wise and far- 
seeing men is shown by what has been.accomplished 
since then. On the statistics then available, the 
expectation of life at birth in this country was ‘fig- 
ured to be about forty-five years. On the basis of 

athe 1920 census returns it has been figured as 
about fifty-four years—so that it may be broadly 
stated that in the past twenty years there has ap- 
Be oa oy been added nearly ten years to the expec- 
of human life in this country, although for 


the whole century only cighteen years have been 
added. 


And yet, we may repeat Osler’s statement that 
we are only on the fringe of our efforts. We have 
to bring the mass of the population under a rational 
system of personal hygiene, including periodic phys-

FOREIGN-BORN WIVES as CITIZENSHIP. 





HEN is an American “not. an 
American? Never, says the law. 
But today there is confusion in 
the minds and consternation. in the 
breasts of American husbands of for- 
eigh-born wives whom they have cher- 


j|ished for twenty, thirty, forty years, 


only, perhaps, to find that these same 
wives are not, after all, 
The new statute relative to the citzen- 
ship of married women has caused this 
confusion. f 

Under British law a woman auto- 
matically loses her citizenship if she 
marries an alien. ‘Therefore, an Eng- 
lishwoman who marries an American be- 
comes, according to British law, an 
American citizen. But, also, under this 
same law, an American’ woman who 
marries an Englishman becomes auto- 
matically a British subject. Under the 
new American statute, which became 
a ‘law on Sept. 22 last, this woman 
rétains her American citizenship.. She 
finds herself, therefore, a citizen of two 
countries. To rid herself of her Ameri- 
can citizenship she must go to the proper 
authorities in the country of her alien 
husband, According. to American law, 
her marriage no longer takes the place 
of a naturalization paper any more than 
does the marriage of an alien to an 
American now automatically make. her 
an American citizen. She must here- 
after declare hér wish to become a citi- 
zen of the United §tates. If she does 
not do this, she runs the risk of being a 
women without &@ country. 

An instance of the necessity for an 
international adjustment of the new 
ruling is that of the American woman 
married to an Dhglishman being refused 
a British visa on her American passport 
cited in a daily journal. According to 
British law, she was an English subject 
and not entitled to an American, pass- 
port. To date there has been Ap recog- 
nition by foreign Countries, say- several 
New York lawyers, of this recent stat- 
ute. Legal men say-that-there will be 
much confusion in all questions of citi- 
zenship until an agreement is arrived at 
between various countries. 

Citizenship acquired by. women 
through their husbands by virtue of law 
in force prior to the passage of the act 
of Sept. 22, 1922, is not affected by the 
new legislation. This question has ap- 
parently troubled several American citi- 
zens whose foreign-born wives are now 
visiting in Europe in countries whose 
emigration quota is exhausted. There 
will be no difficulty about these wives 
returning to their husbands, as the 
present law is not retroactive. 

While foreign countries have not yet 
been called upon to settle this question 
of double citizenship, the act just passed 
provides ‘‘ that a woman citizen of the 
United States shall not cease to be a 
citizen by reason of her marriage after 
the passage of said act, unless she 
makes a formal renunciation of her citi- 
zenship before a court having jurisdic- 
tion over naturalization of aliens, and 
any woman citizen’ who marries an aliefi 
ineligible to citizenship shall cease to 
be a citizen of the United States.’’ 

The two classes of married women 
specifically referred’ to in the new 
statute, with the means each class must 
take in order to acquire American citi- 
zenship, are described below: 

1. An &lien woman marryifig an Amer- 
ican citizen after the passage of the 
above act, or any woman whose husband 
is naturalized after said act. 

She may become naturalized by filing 
the usual petition for naturalization and 
complying with all requirements of the 
naturalization laws, with the following 
éxceptions : 

(a) No 
quired. 

(b) Only one year’s continuous lol 
dence in the United States, Hawaii, 
Alaska or Porto Rico immediately pre- 
ceding the filing of her Petition re- 
quired. 

2. A woman who, before the passage 
of the above act, was an American citi- 
zen and lost her United States citizen- 
ship ky marriage to an alien. 

She may become naturalized by filing 
the usual petition for naturalization and 
complying with all requirements of the 
naturalization laws, with the following 
exceptions: 

(a) No declaration of intention _re-. 
quired. 

(b) Only one year’s continyous resi-

In the sullen 
richness of this canvas he plays second 
fiddle to his subject, and his subject jus- 
tifies the sacrifice.

PROBLEMS OF THE GREEK LOAN 


Faiénce to be found in the 
markets of the world. 





HE question of what should be 
done about the $33,000,000 still 
owing to Greece on our war loan, 
as discussed in Tum Timms last 
Sunday by Edward Capps, for- 

mer Minister to Greece, has aroused 
considerable interest. In order to define 
ali the issues, some of the leading para- 

graphs are reprinted today, There was 
some transposition of these ‘in the first 
article. 

An Interallied Financial Commission, 
consisting of representatives of the 
three countries, was to sit at Athens 
and pass upon the transactions involved 
in the’setting up of credits in the three 
western capitals and in the drawing 
upon these credits by the Greek Govern- 
ment, wrote Professor Capps. It -was 
provided that these advances, granted 
in doliars, francs and sterling, were to 
be used as security for hote issues to 
the same amount of the National Bank 
of Greece, and that drafts against the 
credits could be drawn during the war 
by the Greek Government according to 
need, in case the foreign balances of the 
Greek Treasury and the National Bank 
of Greece fell below a stated sum. For 
the advances the Greek Government was 
to give its obNgations, and interest was 
to be paid on the amounts actually 
drawn against these advances. All re- 
strictions as to the use of these ad- 
vances by Greece were tg be lifted six 
months after the signing of peace. ‘‘ Ana 
finally it was stipulated that until the 
redemption of the aforesaid obligations 
no new security may be used for an ex- 
ternal loan without the consent of. the 
Governments’’ of the three lending 
countries. \ 

In accordance with this agreement 
‘the Treasurer of the United States duly 
set up in favor of Greece, during the 
years 1918 and 1919, credits to the ag- 
gregate amount of $48,236,629, accepting 
the notes of the Greek Government 
therefor; the National Bank of Greece 
took this amount into its accounts and 
issued against it. circulating notes; and 
as the Greek balances abroad fell below 
the stipulated sum, drafts were drawn 
against these foreign credits. The total 
amount drawn by the Government of 
M. Venizelos against the credit in Wash- 
Ington was $15,000,000, the last draft 
having been drawn on Sept. 24, 1920. 

The Government of M. Venizelos was 
defeated’ at the elections shortly after 
this.

Curiously enough, the Greek Govern- 
ment, in spite of the change of attitude 
that became apparent, not when there 
wag a change of administration in 
Greece, but when Mfr. Hughes became 
Secretary of State in Arflerica, contin- 
ued to pay its interest each half year 
on the $15,900,000 which the Government 
of M. Venizelos had drawn—until the 
Spring of 1922. At that time they dis- 
continued payments, when the represen- 
tative of the Greek Government, sent to 
Washington expressiy to discuss this 
and other matters with the American 
Government, found that though. the Sec- 
retary of the Treasury was willing to 
receive: from him the interest check he 
carried, he was unable*to talk with him 
‘‘ officially '’ mbout the questions at is- 
sue. So we are now ‘losing an interest 
of $750,000 a year from thé only debtor 
ally that, until last week, had paid us 
any interest on our war loans, by the 
act of the Chairman of the Refunding 
Commission whose duty it was, by act 
of Congress, to make,sure of it. And 
if we take the position of repudiating 
~the agreement, we stand a fair chance 
of losing the principal as well! 

The withholding of some $33,000,000 
from Greece in disregard of our written 
obligation is, in my opinion, dishonor- 
able on our part, being a manifest vio- 
lation of a’contract.

LONDON GAYETY RETURNS 





By AN, OBSERVER. 
WOMAN speaking on board an 
English ship, as Chairman for 
the Sailors’ Fund, told a cos- 
mopolitan audience that they 
would be surprised with the con- 
ditions they would meet all over Eu- 
rope: She implied that there was. des- 
perate suffering everywhere, and that 
if Americans wished to use good judg- 
ment they must dress simply and ‘use 
plenty of common sense in the way they 
epent money in all Buropean countries. 
Her words of warning impressed me 80 
forcibly that I made up my mind to 
wear my simplest frocks, to display no 
costly jewels and to spend money for 
necessities only. I reached London 
Derby week and,.found the city in gala 
spirits. The notéls were packed to the 
bathrooms with a cosmopolitan crowd 
eagerly waiting*to enjoy Derby week 
and the Ascot races that followed. 
After investigating the cost of good 
seats, the price of a hired car, or even 
a seat in a conveyance, I decided that 
the races were a luxury beyond any- 
thing I could afford. The majority of 
English men and women went to the 
races at least once, and many of.them 
every day for a week. Those who were 
not fortunate enough to own private 
cars hired them for £5 or £6 a day. 
Many. ordered new costumes. for this so- 
cial event and paid a big price for good 
seats. But this was only a part of the 
expense; most of the people who hired 
or owned cars had large luncheon bas-’ 
kets piled high with food and wines. 
It goes without saying that betting ran 
“high, even for those who could not af- 
ford to go to the races. The waiters in 
the ‘hotels and girls “eniployed in the 
béauty parlor of_our hotel told me with 
enthusiasm that they had put a pound 
or 10 shillings on their favorite horses. '

This is hardly 
fair, elther to Tammany or the new 
Governor, In his first term, four years 


ago, his appointments ‘were generally 


commended. His: Administration was 
ranked among the best that the State 
had enjoyed... He has grown to a stature 
where he has to be consulted whenever 
the organization decides to issue-orders, 
It is Smith who must stand or fall on 
the record of the next two years, not 
Charles F. Murphy. No two men under- 
stand this better than Smith and 
Murphy. 


In the career of the Governor-elect 
there is a& real American romance. From 
the Fulton fish market to the highest 
position in the State is the road Smith 
has traveled. It: goes without saying 
that he has a great deal more than a 
winning personality. 


An extraordinarily keen mind and ca- 
pacity for hard concentrated work have 
more than made up for Smith’s educa- 
tional handicap. When he first went to 
Albany as an Assemblyman ‘the 
young fellow from Foley’s district down 
in Manhattan ’’ had a hard time un- 
derstanding the routine of business at 
the Capitol, but he mastered it, how 
well was attested by the fact that dur- 
ing his twelve years in the Assembly 
he held every position of importance to 
which his Democratic colleagues could 
elect him. Few men know better than 
Smith how New York State is managed. 


During his struggles to master the de- 
tails of legislation and administration 
in Albany Smith acquired something 
that stood him forever gfter in mighty 
good stead as a campaigner. His own 
difficulties:impressed upon him how lit- 
tle thé xian on the stréet really knew 
fibout’ the intricaci¢s of State govern- 
ment. As a candfdaté Smith has never 
made the mistake of talking over the 
heads of his audiences.- A few weeks 
ago he referred to a deficiency in. the 
office of a. Republican department head. 
‘The gentleman put the State in hock 
for more than a million dollars,” w 
the way he expressed it. Speaking of 
the contingent fund of the Assembly he 
described it as being like ‘‘ the small 
change your wife puts in the sugar bowl 


to pay the boy who -brings the papers.” 
Here's an areument: he*made for reor- 


her pleut form of government is like 
asking a. grown-up man to wesr the 
same suit of clothes he wore dt his first 
communion.’’ 


Again and again ip this last campaign 
Smith. pleaded for a Democratic Senate 
and Assembly. He charged that dur- 
ing his first Administration neither he 
nor his party got a fair show from the 
overwhelming Republican majority in 
both houses. 


Plorality Shows His Strength. 


Smith defeated Whitman in 1918. That 
year the Republicans were winning Con- 
gressional elections all along the line. 
Harry C. Walker, Democratic candidate 
for Lieutenant Governor, was. elected, 
but the rest of the State officials chosen 
were Republicans. More than three- 
fifths of the Senate were Republicans 
and almost two-thirds of the Assembly. 


All’ during his first term the G. O. P. 
leaders looked upon Smith merely as a 
chance Executive. With a Presidential 
election coming and the apparent drift to 
tke Republican Party throughout the 
country, there were long odds that this 
Democrat would be Governor for two 
years and no longer, they believed. In 
1920, with an unprecedented Republican 
landslide, the people of New York, who 
gave President Harding a plurality of 
more than a million, almost returned 
Smith to Albany. He was beaten by 
74,000 votes. 


Smith now godés back to office with a 
greater popular vote than that of many 
Presidents.. It appears that there will be 
a Democratic State Senate by one vote. 
in 
control of the Assémbly by a margin of 
perhaps a dozen votes. The trend ‘is 
just as apparently Democratic as it was 
Republican in 1918. G:O. P. leaders, in 
and out of the Legislature, are bound to 
stop, look and listen. 


Both the Democratic platform and the 
Democratic Governor-elect are on record 
for a definite policy regarding home rule 
for cities. 


“*T shall work with all the vigor I 
possess,” Smith has said, ‘‘for the 
abolition of the Transit Commission.”’ 


He stated repeatedly that he did. not 
believe the State had any more business 
attempting to regulate or supervise the 
construction of rapid transit lines here 
than the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion would have in trying to lay out a 
railroad route from New York to Chi- 
cago. In New York, as well as in Syra- 
cuse, Rochester, Buffalo, and other 
cities north of, the Bronx, he promised 
that hé would ‘* return to the municipali- 
ties their control over local public utility 
corporations.”” This pledge meant that 
he would put the Public Service Com- 
mission out of the picture if it could 
be done.

Home . Rule. Uppermost. 


|} It is the conviction of the Democratic 


leaders that it.was this home rule. is- 
sue which “piled up “the tremendous 
plurality. for their standard-bearer in 
New York, and gave him the surpris- 
ingly large vote he got in territory 
hitherto regarded as safely Republican. 
For this reason, the leaders are more 
than likely to go the whole distance in 
demanding home rule legislation. - It ‘is 
believed, however, by persons in @ posi- 
tion to know, that any proposition 
finally put through by the Governor- 
elect. giving the cities the right. to con- 
trol their own public utilities will con- 
tain a safeguard or check to restrain 
municipalities too enthusiastic in the ex- 
ercise of their powers. 


The. Republicans, who might be able 
to block these plans, will give the new 
Governor, so the Democrats believe, a 
fairly free hand in this matter of home 
rule. He will go into office with a 
definite mandate from the people. The 
G, O. P. leaders, after carrying their 
ideas of home rule through a disas- 
trous city’ campaign in 1921, and through 
an even more disastrous State campaign 
this Fall, may decide to let the Demo- 
crats themselves juggle this live coal 
issue. A Republican said the other day 
that the surest way he knew to start 
@ quarrel between Smith and Hearst 
and Hylan would be to abolish the 
Transit Commigsion and the Public Ser- 
vice Commission. 


What is the situation cenaitbaie pro- 
hibition? .Ever since the country went 
dry the question of what would be done 
with the Eighteenth Amendment has 
Plagued candidates for public office. 
The majority them, whatever their 
personal views, have sidestepped the 
issue wherever possible. The plain truth 
is, and this the leaders admit privately, 
no one can predict just how the peozle 
of this State, or even of this city, might 
vote if the question became. simply 
“.wet”’ or “dry.”’ It is one thing for a 
private individual to stand up befofe a 
meeting and demand the return of 
liquor. ‘But to a candidate for office it 
isa leap in the dark, and candidates 
prefer to jump in the light. 

Although Smith was an avowed wet, 
the Democratic platform carried ; little 
real comfort for the anti-prohibitionists. 
Some of those who supported him would 
have been just as pleased if he had 
come: out stronger on this issue. Asked 


a return of the saloon, Smith answered, 
“I’m not so senseless.’’ He said that 
he stood firmly on the wine and beer 
plank in his party’s platform. 

Here in New ‘York, where Governor 
Miller was heckled right and’ left ‘on 
what he would do for the unslaked thirst, 
the Democratic candidate never referred 
to prohibition in a speech. He issued a 
statement or two favoring a referendum 
to influence Congress, but. where a 
heckler might bob up, nary a word on 
the Voistead act. 


Wet Republicans and some ultra-moist 
Democrats contend that the wine and 
beer plank in the Democratic platform 
means hardly more than nothing at all. 
Here is the plank: ‘‘ Recognizing that 
the interpretation of the Eighteenth 
Amendment expressed in the Volstead 
act has resulted in widespread contempt 
for and a violation of the law, in illegal 
traffic in liquors and official corruption, 
we insist upon Congress enacting a 
modification of the Volstead act as 
shall legalize, subject to the approval 
of the people of the State of New York, 
the use of light wine and beer under 
such careful restrictions as were im- 
posed by the law passed in 1920.” 


Damp as this plank appeared, it has 
been argued that it really was about as 
potent as a gallon of ‘near beer. _ It 
called on Congress to permit the 2.75 
beer provided for in the 1920 law (de- 
clared unconstitutional -by the United 
States Supreme Court), but it also pzo0- 


whether the people really want this: 2.75 
beer. 


There is gcine to be a: great deal of 
pressure on Governor Smith to do twuo 
things for the wets. They are about 
the only things that he can do, and be 
probably wil do them. One is to insist 
on thd repeal of the Mullan-Gage law, 
the State enforcement act. The other 
is a referendum which would be a ges: 
ture for Washington to observe. Tinless 


neither a repeal of the Mullan-Gage law 
nor the referendum is likely to bring 
even 2.75 per cent. beer to New York 
Wringing wet or bone dry, Governor 
Smith fs not: going to countenance viola- 
tion of the law in this State. _

Labor’s Game. 


The object will be; of course, the ob- 
ject: of every. opposition, however dis- 
integrated, namely, to provide for an 
alternative Government. To prophesy is, 
of. course, merely to gamble “in prob- 
abilities, but, my .own expectation, for 
what. it is worth, is based upon the one 
solid fact, namely, the ‘steady, if slow 
progress. of labor. It is a long game 
that Labor is playing.

In five and a half 
months spent in Ireland, I believe I did 
not see six drunken men. In the first 
four weeks of my visit, I saw only one 
such—and he was jarvey (driver) to an 
itinerant DEXnglish temperance lecturer.

Less Drink in Ireland: 

The Irishman’ used to have the name 
of being a drinker. This is because he 
chooses to advertise the event of a 
drink. A drink goes to the stomach of 
an Englishman and makes him content 
with himself and the world; it goeg to 
the feet of a Scotchman, steadies him, 
and inspires him to despise the world; 
but it goes to the head of an Irishman 
and prompts him to try to make all the 
world happy by letting it know how 
happy he is himself. Though in Ireland, 
as in most countries, there was more 
drink absorbed than was necessary the 
British excise statistics for half a cen- 
tury gone, show that the Englishman 
came first, the Scotchman second and 
the Irishman last in the amount of 
drink taken each year. From my ob- 
servation and from talks I have had 
‘with people who know, I should say that 
At the present time the Englishman and 
Scotchman are running neck and neck 
in the bottle race and the Irishman is 
nowhere. I attended, in my home vil- 
lage, the Harvest Fair—the greatest 
évent of the year—which, as might be 
expected, used to be the occasion of 
much. carousal for mountain folk.. Yet 
among the throngs from far and near 
who were now at it there was, I no- 
ticed, no marked trace of drink—ex- 
cept upon two tramps who enlivened 
the day with a fight (the only fight, 
more betoken, of the fair) and who 
were, by the ‘free State’’ soldiers, 
taken up and imprisoned in a barn. I 
may add that the two vagabonds hav- 
ing been inducted through the front 
door found their way out of a back 
window and were to be seen soon after 
in the public house, with arms around 
each other’s necks, gloriously imbibing, 
while still two fully armed sentries 
were solemnly pacing up and down in 
front of the cage from which the black- 
birds had flown. 

The drink reform had been progress- 
ing for twenty years, but it was much 
speeded by the Anglo-Irish fight of the 
last half dozen years—during which the 
avoidance of drink was, with the boys, 
a point of honor as well as a religious

ever be, by the tremendous bulwarks of 
the Federal Constitution; it had been 
put out of the reach of the ordinary 
Processes of popular or representative 
government. But by the same token it 
had been deprived of the one thing 
needful for the loyal acquiescence of 
law-abiding citizens in a statute which 
they find obnoxious. That thing is the 
practical possibility of repeal. The peo- 
ple of New York and Massachusetts and 
Tilinois were tola4 that never again could 
they, or their chil@ren, or their chil- 
dren’s children, have the right to a per- 
sonal enjoyment which has been prized 
by countless millions throughout the 
whole of history, unless they could get 
two-thirds of the House of Representa- 
tives, two-thirds of the Senate, and the 
Legislatures of three-fourths of the 
States to restore to them the liberty 
which they had lost.

Indeed, 
it is a thing that everybody who had 
given. serious thought to the subject 
knew. before; what the elections have 
done is simply to make it so conspicu- 
ously evident as to.open up an oppor- 
tunity to drive it home to the conscious- 
ness of all the people. That thing is the 
simple fact that the adoption ‘of the 
Highteenth Amendment, so far from sé¢t- 
ting at rest the question of drink, has’ 
made it a burning national issue, crea- 
tive of intense and. bitter dissension, 
with some like half the people of 
the country ranged in determined hos- 
tility to the constitutional mandate: 
Whether the hostile faction is half ot 
three-fifths or two-fifths makes but little | 
difference ; it is big enough, and earnest 
enough, and respectable enough, and im- 
portant enough, to assure the continu- 
ence of the struggle for many years to 
come, unless the amendment is repealed. 

Of the seriousness of the situation 
there is, since the election, no longer’ 
any doubt. The opponents of prohibition 
‘assert it of course; but they do not 
assert it. any more y than 
does Bishop Nicholson, National Prest- 
dent. of the Anti-Saloon ‘League, in his 
comment on the election. “I predict,” 
says the Bishop, “that before we get 
through with it the prohibition question 
will test the foundations of our democ- 
racy.”* And so it will. But it will not 
test the question of whether democracy 
is capable of doing what is reasonable 
and possible under any form of govern- 
ment. If there is one thing upon which 
historians, and publicists and authorities 
on government have always been in 
almost complete agreement, it 1s that 
laws regulating the habits of the people, 
if justified at all, can be justified only 
if they represent an overwhelming pre- 
ponderance of public opinion;' and that, 
whether justified or not, they are in- 
capable of enforcement unless they have 
the unmistakable support: of such opin- 
fon. The thing that is to be tested is not 
whether democracy is capable of accom- 
plishing what no government—whether 
monarchy or oligarchy or democracy— 
ought to undertake; but whether a great 
democracy, having made a colossal and 
fundamental mistake, will have the wis- 
dom and virtue to correct its error.

Though the industry 
had been rapidly declining for a quarter 
of a century, during the Anglo-Irish 
war the boys who became the authority, 
legally and morally in the country, 
suppressed it altogether. During the 
last two years, however, and more 
especially since the internecine strife 
began, and strict authority lapsed, many 
of the veteran poteen makers have 
taken to supplying the wants of the 
publicans (saloon keepers) with moun- 
tain dew which was never poisoned by 
the gaze of a gauger. However, in- 
ztead of its being the ‘‘ rale stuff’’ of 
old days, brewed from barley, it is now 
a sorry. stuff, distilled from molasses, 
which will cut your throat if you don’t 
keep saying ‘‘ Poor fellow! ’’ to it as it 
goes down. But it is noted and useful 





for its hair-trigger action, and for hit- 
ting the bullseye every time. One day, 
jis the village of Donegal, I came upon 
jan itinerant ballad singer, Terry Con- 
+nolly, leaning against the gable of an 
inn that was reputed to be a resort of 
the poteen makers. Terry thought he 
was supporting the gable, and was in- 
ordinately happy in the task although 
he seemed momentarily: in danger of 
collapsing. ‘‘ What sort of stuff are 
they keeping in there, Terry?’ I in- 
quired in passing. Terry, whose eyes 
had been blissfully closed, opened just 
one optic, whimsically observed me from 
the corner of it, and confidentially re- 
plied, ‘‘J-j-just look, at me for four- 
pence.” In a few years after author- 
ity re-establishes itself again, the oc- 
cupation of the mountain poteen maker 
will be gone. 

From the seventh to the-tenth century 
Treland had been the school of Burope. 
From the seventeenth to the nineteenth 
centuries, Irish education was banned by 
law. Only in 1833 did we wrest from 
our rulers the right of having public 
schools. The building and spreading of 
schools throughout the mauntains was 
then a tedious process. And still there 
are some remote places where the chil- 
dren have, Summer and Winter; to go 
three; four and five miles, of mountain 
and moor, to school. Despite this, wheh 
I was at home I did not encounter one 
boy or. girl between the ages of 8 and 
18 who could not read and write. <A 
thirst for knowledge was, through all 
the ages, one of the most characteristic 
qualities of the Irish people. It is as 
een today as it was 1,200 years ago, 
when Irish scholars were ‘¢arrying 
knowledge to the darkest corners. of Tiu- 
rope.

Of the many vital educational changes 
the greatest and most valuable is that 
which establishes and entrenches the 
Irish language in its place in practically 
every school of the country. Henceforth 
no Man or woman can adopt the teach- 
ing profession unless he or she is 
equipped with a good knowledge of the 
native language. Those already estab- 
lished school teachers who do not know 
the Irish language must now acquire it. 
And this year Gaelic Summer schools 
were organized by the National Educa- 
tion Board in every corner of the coun- 
try, to which teachers who lacked a 
knowledge of the Irish language had to 
repair. This system will be followed 
next Summer and the Summer after, and 
the schoolmaster who in two or three 
years has not acquired a good working 
knowledge of the national language will 
be asked to resign his school. 


Though the Gaelic movement made 
great advance during the last twenty 
years, its progress within the next three 
years will be marvelous. There will be 
very few people of the younger genera- 
tion who will not be Irish speakers and 
Iris readers. And no public office of 
any kind will be open to these few un- 
fortunates. The Gaelic language, one 
of the most ancient of the world’s lan- 
guages, is a veritable treasure house of 
beauty, of poetry and .of intellectuality. 
The re-establishing of this rich and 
beautiful language again, giving a new 
orientation to the Irish,mind, will be a 
spiritual blessing of profound signifi- 
cance. 

As I referred some time back to a 
man of 90 who had tripped to mass a 
couple of miles, I may say that our 
mountaineers still keep up their reputa~- 
tion as long livers. As one of the young- 
old ones said to me, ‘‘ Och, we niver die 
around here till we can’t help it.’’ There 
are dozens of very active and lively 
nonogenarians within a radius of three 
miles from my. home, including an aunt 
of mine, who is a young girl of 95—as 
bright, as merry, as witty, and every 
bit as mentally alert as she was fifty 
years ago. She reads her newspaper 
every day, trots around, loves to tell 
the happenings. of three generations 
back and is Hable to try. the edge of a

The curse of landlordism, which had 
for ages blighted the nation’s life, is 
now almost entirely uprooted.

The’ co-operative system is now fairly 
widespread over thé country—more es- 
pecially in its dairying aspect—and has 
largely helped to bring about the farm- 





During the 
great war, when wages were abnormal- 
ly high, there were some laborers into 
whose cottages there came, yearly, hun- 
dreds of pounds in wages. 


There is a great deal more money in 
the country than used to be, and people 
are far freer in the moving, in the ¢ir- 
culating, of it. ‘This, despite the fact 
that in common with the other countries 
of the world, Ireland is now abnormally 
taxed. And though the cost of the pres- 
ent little civil war will add very largely 
to the extra large taxes of the time, the 
country has so much pure red blood 
pulsing in its veins that it will take up 
the burden undauntedly and bear it 
lightly. The parties to the present civil 
war will have madé peace within three 
months from now. This is certain. Then 
Ireland will quickly get her stride, and

year; but are there thousands of persons 
systematically practicing murder, grow- 
ing rich by it, and suffered to ply their 
trade with the tacit consent of a large 
proportion of the respectable members 
of the community? 

Above all, do they commit murder 
with the assurance that thousands of 
citizens of high standing will make use 
of the fruits of their crime and reward 
them for committing it? In spite of 
the law against larceny, there are a 
certain number of thieves; but receivers 
of stolen goods are a small and despised 
class of peculiarly shady criminals. The 
bootleggers’ customers are found by the 
hundreds of thousands in every walk of 
life—merchants and artists and engineers 
and college professors and lawyers, aye 
and lawmakers too. And what about 
home brew? For every person who 
flouts the law by patronizing the boot- 
legger, there are ten who directly break 
it by ‘“‘ making their own "*; and so 
hopeless—for the present at least—ig any 
attempt to stop this practice that the 
Anti-Saloon Leagué, voluble enough 
about anything it wishes to insist upon, 
maintains almost complete silence on 
the subject.’ Do thousands of respect- 
able people knowingly pass counterfeit 
notes, or forged checks? Above all, are 
forgery and larceny and murder and 
arson the subject of pleasant chat, of 
amusing interchange of experiences, 
&mong persons in every station of life, 
from the longshoremah and the miner 
to the bank president and the college 
president? ~ 

To account for this aifrerence requires 
but the exercise of a very moderate 
amount of elementary thought. To steal, 
to murder, to bear false witness—these 
things have been held to be criminal not 
only in law but in morals ever since 
the Ten Commandments were written 
and long before that. The law in all 
these matters merely registers and 
crystalizes the common judgment of all 
men, or. at least of all men except a 
few .outcasts or eccentrics. The Eigh- 
teenth Amendment undertook to create 
@ new crime; and in essence that crime 
was not the. Act of making or selling 
liquor’ but ‘the act of drinking it. A 
great many good pedple in this country, 
perhaps some in other countries, Honest- 
ly and sincerely believe that it is crimi- 
nal to indulge in the drinking of any, 
liquor which is capable of producing 
intoxication.

Rail Struggle

all who work—has been paid on the 
basis of supply and demand, and in the 
more occupations because of 
skill to some degree. Seniority, loyalty 
and the prosperity of a business have 
been other influences, but, in the broad- 
est sense, supply and demand has re- 
mained the controlling element. 


Today militant labor stands on an- 
other conception of its share in produc- 
tion. During recent months workers all 
over the country have framed and re- 
peated with growing insistence one ques- 
tion, ‘‘ What is a living wage?’’ until 
the phrase has become a symbol for a 
new theory of economic distribution. 
This viewpoint met its first test before 
the Railway Labor Board when the 
maintenance of way men appealed for 
what they considered a living wage. 
According to the majority opinion of the 
board, this appeal was “a bit of mel- 
lifiuous phraseology, well calculated to 
deceive the unthinking,” but that 
opinion calle@ forth dissenting views 
from the labor representatives on the 
board. The formal ruling, granting an 
advance of 2 cents an hour, has served 
to défine an issue which is a challenge 
and may soon eutweight all such ordi- 
mary questions as hours; working con- 
ditions, and other familiar sources of 
‘contention, 

The maintenance of way men pre- 
sented their case om the theory that a 
minimum wage should be from 72 to 75 
cents an hour, involving an increase of 

_ §3,122,052,837 in the natior.’s railroad 
payroll. But the men did not argue 
for the full measure of relief, acknowl- 
edging that such an advance would be 
ruinous. Instead they proposed that the 
minimum be made 48 cents. In the end 
it was set at 25 to 37 cents. The spokes- 
man for labor members of the board 
upheld the contention that a living wage 
was the true measure of service, placing 
it above such considerations as com-

Labor representatives, particularly 
railway labor men, assert that the 
workers have not been receiving their 
share of past earn . They charge 
that much of the st and bonds, on 
which the roads are paying interest 
represent water, and that economies and 
fair distribution wopld make it possible 
to give labor @ living wage. 

Hard to Find the Bagis, 


Here, again, there is sharp division. 
Spokesmen for industry affirm that it is 
impossible to lay. down any basis for a 
living wage; that it would vary in 
every community and for every individ- 
ual. Labor answers with equal emphasis 
that it is posgible to arrive at a fair 
average, perhaps rising or falling in 
certain zones, and on the whole typify- 
ing a living wage. That is another way 
of saying a minimum wage, which we 
have had with us a long time. It falls 
short of the saving wage advocated by 
Secretary Davis of the labor portfolio. 
Of even-more importance than a living 
wage is the broader goal set by labor 
in this controversy, because labor now 
demands compensation fitted to its needs 
instead of taking what it has been able 
to get. And that is a new principle of 
negotiation. 

It would be highly interesting to find 
out just what constitutes a living -wage. 
If the maintenangee of way men had 
got their 48 cents an hour it would have 
assured them a return of $3.84 for an 
eight-hour day, $23.04 for a gix-day week 
and $1,198.08 for a fifty-two-week year. 
Taking their top minimum figure of 37 
cents an hour, the eight-hour scale is 
$2.96, the six-day rate §17.76, and the 
fifty-two-week wage $923.52. The main- 
tenance men plead that in practice their 
pay is ‘much less, because of bad 
weather when they cannot work, and the 
fact that many of them receive the 
minimum rate, yielding only $2 a day, 
$12 a week, $624 a year. 

Is that a living wage? A whole pro- 
cession of questions rises in reply, rep- 
resented by locality, personal thrift,’ ac- 
cident and a dozen others. It is evi- 
dent that a scale which assured a fair 
living in New York would be sumptuous 
in Indiana. That being granted, it be- 
comes possible to reach averages only by 
studying each city or section as a unit. 
Several illuminating studies of this kind 
have been made by the National Indus- 
trial Conference Board, an organization 
including some of the largest employers 
in the country.

Statistical studies are costly, in- 
volving organization and resources not 
possessed by most of the labor bodies: : 
In collecting facts for this discussion it 
has been necessary to rely principally 
upon studies conducted by employers.

Passing on to family budgets, the next 
step upward for @ man, woman and 
child was found to be small, Those 
living in ‘company houses required 
$806.90 and families in ._non-company 
‘houses needed $969.36 a year, For those 
with two children the figures under 
each classification were $1,072.49 and 
$1,168.08; for three children, $1,226 and 
$1,321.59; for four children, $1,379.51 and 
$1,475.10. 

The size of these different budgets 
introduces a new question. If labor is 
to be paid on the basis of ite needs, 
then the man with four children cer- 
tainly requires more than the aingle 
man, although both do the game work. 
But it may. be believed that the single 
man never would consent to give up a 
part of his compensation to the father 
ef four. Here we encounter the matter 
of averages once more. The last census 
showed that the typical American family 
consisted of 4.4 persons, with 1.36 work- 
ers, which would serve to slightly in- 
crease the average family income. 

In the anthracite inquiry no allowance 
was made for such things as a vacation 
or savings, except for insurance. Nor 
was any sum set aside for miners’ tools 
and supplies, which usually are charged 
against the men and deducted before 
their earnings are drawn up. Bargain 
prices also were avoided, and there was 
no attempt to compute economies which 
might arise from home gardens and 
similar sources. 

The single man was somewhat favored 
over the married man, even by the stat- 
isticlans. It was found that he needed 
a bit more for clothes, because ne had 
no wife to tend them and also because 
of his social activities. The single man 
therefore received $136.12 a year to’ deck 
himself out in the style becoming: a 
bachelor, but the poor married man 
must get along on $208.95 for himself, 
wife and child. Perhaps it would be 
more correct to say that the married 
man’s wife was the one who must econo- 
mize on hair ribbons while the lordly 
bachelor had nobody to check his 
fancies.

The data on wages were supplied by the 
Labor Bureau, Inc., of New York, an 
organization representing large unions 
in much the same way that the National 
Conference Board represents employers. 
In a study made by this bureau of 
cotton-mill conditions it was stated that 
‘(in 1921 all earnings, including male 
skilled, in both North and South, fell 
below any budget.” 


If the statistics of the National Con- 
ference Board may be believed, it was 
cheaper for a family of three to. live in 
Cincinnati last, February than a single 
man.

THEORY AS AGAINST FACTS. 


Denies United States Came Out 
of Great Struggle as Real 
Beneficiary. —

ROFESSOR SELIGMAN'S criti-. 
cisms of the statement recently 
made by Secretary Hoover on the 
subject of the allied debt are ex- 
pressed with his custém clar- 

ity and invariable gricidemenin. (os may 
not be amiss, however, to call attention 
to certain material factors to which Pro- 
fessor Seligman does not seem to have 
assigned sufficient weight, as well as to 
others which have a most materia] bear- 
ing on the case. 

Professor Seligman’s argument divides 
itself into. three parts, which, if they 


00{Mmay be paraphrased, are: First, that 


the money loaned to the allied nations 
was our contribution to the winnjng of 
the war, and though admittedly a debt, 
legally inviolable, is not so in conscience. 


‘Second, that with the exception of Eng- 


land, the allied nations cannot pay us, 


00 | and that ‘it is therefore futile to talk of 
00 , collection. 


Third, that if they could 
pay, we, as a nation, could not afford to 
receive Payment. Let us consider these 
three aspects in turn. 

1. Morality of Our Right to Collect. 

From the point of view of present in- 
ternational relations, there 1s unques- 
tionable reason to avoid discussion and 
counter-discussion of the moral isgues 
which are involved. Argument can be 
produced for both sfdes that ig entirely 
convincing to those whose previqus opin- 
ions coincide with it and ‘that is en- 
tirely unreasonable to the opposing view. 
It is in great part a matter of individual 
feeling and personal sentiment. 

Professor Seligman develops the the- 
ory that the United States has been a 
profiteer nation and emerged from the 
war ‘‘ the real beneficiary.’’ It ‘is diffi- 
cult to agree with Professor Seligman on 
this count, for while it is: incontestable

Value in Colonial Possessions. 

By way of contrast, England, France 
and Belgium together, against their 
losses can offset as.a direct result of the 
conflict, the acyuisition of many- billions 
of dollars’ value in Colonial ‘possessions 
alone. We did not participate in this 
Givigion of Central Buropean assets, and 
the argument that they are not valuable 
is difficult to maintan in the face of 

retention by their new masters or 
in the ght of their economic produc- 
tivity, , ‘ 

Professor Seligman continues his argu- 
ment on the moral issue with the state- 
ment that ‘“‘ most of, the money was 
loaned and the proceeda used to carry 
on a joint enterprise’ and it is natu- 
tally to be assumed that he refers to the 
winning of the war. 

Hiven if for argument it were coneeded 
that we should, without question, remit 
and cancel every dollar that provided 
powder and shot. or that went directly 
to contribute to the defeat of the Ger- 
man Army, it will be difficult and prop- 
erly so to convince the American peo- 
ple that money should not be repaid us 
which provided the means for pegging 
alliéd exchange with which commercial 
debts all over the world were paid and 
our own exporterg frequently underbid, 
or that was used to construct ships 
which are a commercial asget, or that 
was used to subsidize the prices of 
food sold to civilian non-combatant 
populations by the allied Governments, 
when we were controlling our. prices by 
voluntary agreements, er that went into 
permanent improvements of the eco- 
nomic equipment of allied nations, 

2. The Ability of the Debtors to Pay. 

Nearly half of the allied debt. to the 
United States, or, say, $4,136,000,000, 
is owed by England. Great Britain, it 
ig generally conceded, can repay and 
has already commenced the payment of 
igterest. This portion of the’ debt, there- 
fore, may be omitted from the discus- 
sion of the question of collectibility. 

Other portions ef the debt are owed by 
nineteen nations. With the exception of 
France, Italy and Belgium, the debts are 
relatively small, and we need only dis- 
cuas here the major items, 

Professor Seligman turns to Secretary 
Hoover's estimates that the interest and 
amortization charges on the debts of the 
Allies vary in tkeir burden upon them 
fr n 2 to 12 per cent. of their Govern- 
mental income; ‘stating that ‘if our in- 
sistence on payment by. Great Britain 
puts her into the unfortunate, position of 
demanding payment from. the other’ 
Allies, Mr. Hoover's figures must be at 
least doubled. The Allies will be called 
upon to pay, not from 2 to 12 per cent. of 
‘heir income, but from 4 to 2¢ per cent. 
And 24 per cent. cannot be idered a 
negligible sum, especially when it is the 
last straw that breaks the camel’s back,”’ 
Let us see if this is beyond ‘dispute. 

France, ‘for instance, owes ug_$3,350,- 
000,000, on which the annual {interest 
charge amounts to, gay, $142,000,000, or 
10 per cent, of her current Government 
revenue, at the present rate of exchange. 
The French debt to Great. Britain 
amounts in round figureg to $2,600,000,- 
000, with annual interest charges of, 
say, $112,000,000, or 8 per cent. of her 
revenue. This interest on, the principal 
foreign debt of France, totaling 18 per 
cent. of her estimated revenue, should be 
observed in the light of 31.3 per cent. of 
the same revenue which France fg spend- 
ine on her military establishment. . It 
should also be noted that the $1.3 per 
cent. is being paid, while there is not 
even budgetary provision for the 18 per 
cent. France is a country with a popu- 
lation’ of 40,000,000. She maintains a 
standing army of 690,000 men.

IV.—The Meral Issue. 


There is one way, and only one way, 
to escape from this host of complications 
in treating the debt problem. You can 
tell yourself that the problem is purely 
& moral issue, and decide that the debt 
is not just. Then the matter is simple 
‘for you, especially if you refuse to 
argue with any one who differs from 
you on the moral issue. 

Many earnest Americans afe taking 
this ground and advocating cancellation 
without more ado. But there seems to 
be at least as many Americans who be- 
Heve quite as earnestly that the debts 
are just, and that the offer of cancel- 
lation would be tempting the debtors 
to commit a moral wrong. ; 

Arguments on the basis of abstract 
** principle,’’ conducted without reference 
to the practical consequences of de- 
cisions, almost always result in such 
irreconcilable conflicts of opinion and in 
nothing more—unless the moralists lose 
their tempers and descend from abstract 
principle to personal abuse. Certainty 
we, the American public, cannot reach 
a satisfactory solution of the debt prob- 
lem by dividing into two moral camps 
and preaching at each other. In the 
end we could merely count noses, and 
the party claiming that the debts are 
just would unite with those who do not 
argue moral issues in this way to make 
a majority committed to considering the 
problem in all its phases. 

For there are moralists who teach 
that a genuine moral issue should be de- 
cided not by an appeal to some abstract 
principle but by a conscientious study of 
concréte conditions and concrete conse- 
quences. Most of us belong to this 
school, in practice at least, to the extent 
that our notions of right and wrong are 
influenced by our forecasts of what will 
happen if we do thus and so. Treated in 
this way the moral issue is no more 
simple than are the economic or polit- 
ieal issues. Thus if relief from the 
burden of their debts to the United 
States would encourage Huropean v~ 
ernments to pursue policies of national 
aggrandizement on a larger scale then 
cancellation, however well intended, 
would be a grave moral blunder. Again, 
if insistence by the United States on 
prompt payment of interest and formal 
acceptance of an obligation to repay 
the principal would breed enmity be- 
tween this country and its debtors—en- 
mity which blocked cordial co-operation 
in facing international problems—then 
the policy of demanding payment would 
be immoral. If, finally, there Is some 
intermediate policy which would promote 
Peace and disarmament among the na- 
tions of the world, and help each nation 
to recover from the losses of the war, 
then that intermediate policy is right 
morally. These ‘ifs’? must be settled 
before the moral verdict can be pro- 
nounced, and the effort to settle the 
*‘ ifs’ plunges us back among compli- 
cations. 

V.—How Can We Work Out's Wise 
Policy? 

The immediate prob'tem before us is 
not what decision we shall pronounce 
upon the collection or cancellation of the 
Allies’ debts: We have not yet reached 
the stage where it is wise to decide. Our 
immediate problem. is, how can we, put 
ourselves in, the way of ‘working out a 
wise decision, or, rather, a series of 
wise decisions, in the future? 

Wise décisions must be based on 
knowledge of. such facts as can be accu- 
rately known and ‘on careful study of 
probable developments. The investiga- 
tions required must continue as the: sit- 
uation develops, and must cover all the 
Phases of the:/problem: What body of 
men is in the best position to conduct 
these exceedingly delicate and exceed- 
ingly important’ investigations? \ °

Is not this,-then, one of the cases in 
which we must depend primarily upon 
the responsible officials of our Goyern- 
ment to make the investigations neces- 
sary for déyeloping a policy? Must they 
not essay the task of informing and 
leading public opinion? For,. to repeat 
once more, the ability of the Allies to 
Pay and the consequences of asking 
them to pay depend on conditions now 
in the making, and among these condi 
tions the policies of the American Gov 
ernment are of paramount importance 
Of course, the leaders of the presen: 
Administration cannot predict what lin: 
the next Administration will take. But 
they have far bétter equipment and op- 
portunities than any other group for 
gathering the knowledge necessary for 
prelimiiary measures, In the meantime 
they are responsible for keeping the 
whole problem in such shape that we 
shall not be committed to final dect- 
sions before we know what these deci- 
Sions should be. 


Vi.—Secretary Hoover's Address at 
Toledo. 


What Secretary Hoover said at Toledo 
on Oct. 16 shows that the Administration 
{is attacking the problem with vigor 
along certain lines, and is ready to take | 
the public into its confidence to a cer-! 
tain extent. The address is brief and 
guarded in its terms, but clear on the 
main points. Mr. Hoover does not con- 
cede that the debts are unjust, but he 
shows that our national interest, in not 
so much in getting our money back as in 
promoting world peace, disarmament | 
and prosperity. He recognizes that the | 
problem of repayment may have differ- 
ent solutions for the different debtors; | 
and suggests that relief at least from | 
interest charges may be desirable in 
some cases. He connects the ability of 
the debtors to pay with their ability to 
produce goods and exchange them with 
other countries as well as with us.. He 
sees the problem in quantitative terms— 
the relation between the size of the debts 
and the productive capacity of the 
debtors in the years to come. Finally 
there fs no suggestion in Mr. Hoover's 
address that irrevocable decisions have 
been made beyond the decision to keep 
the debts on our books, and to negotiate 
with the debtors in ‘a spirit of helpful- 
ness regarding ways and means, times 
and conditions of payment. 

Doubtless this is as far as it is wise 
for a Government official to go in a 
public announcement at present. Inj 
private it is hoped that the Administra-' 
tion is going much further. Perhaps 
the Debt Commission, the State Depart- 
ment, the Treasury, the Department of 
Commerce, and the Tariff Commission 
are all working in concert upon different 
aspects of the problem. Certainly the 
Administration should be conducting a 
searching and many-sided, inquiry, en- 
listing so far as possible the help of 


responsible leaders of the Administra- 
tion should be both guiding and follow- 
ing the work with care and trying to 
shape their present policies in the light 
of what they learn. 

Their task is indeed a heavy one.’ For 
they, must connect their ‘debt «policy 
with many phases of..their foreign and 
domestic ‘policy... Congress. imposed “a 
heavy handicap upon Buropean. -pay- 
ments whén it passed the Fordney- 
McCumber tariff, but it provided for 
a possible readjustment of this. handi+ 
cap in the, clauses. which . permit: the 
President to make certain. changes in 
rates on the advice of the Tariff Com- 
mission. Is the Administration plan- 
ning to use these “flexible clauses” ta 
facilitate payments? That is a difficult 
technical task at best.

lished the Church of England and 
placed the Archbishop of Canterbury at 
its head. About the same time the Lu- 
theran religion became the established 
church of Germany, with the Emperor 
‘as its titular head. 

Then there came a new idéa from 
America. It was the entire separation 
of Church and State. It assured to the 
individual the right to worship God ac- 
cording to the dictates of his own heart. 
It relieved him from paying taxes to 
support a church in which he did not 
necessarily believe. It gave him re- 
ligious liberty. The religious world was 
aghast and America was called a na- 
tion of ‘infidels. But the American 
people. were satisfied. Their religion 
had not been interfered with, only the 
power to oppress had been removed.* No 
church in America today would consent 
to repeal the amendment to our Con- 
stitution which forever destroyed, so far 
as we were concerned, the connection 
between Church and State. 

This change marked the beginning of 
the end for church control of tem,oral 
government. The right to religious lib- 
erty stirred the world. France quickly 
followed America’s lead. Italy, under 
Garibaldi, did thé same thing. Russia 
has disestablished the Greek Church, In 
future years when quiet has been -re- 
stored to that distracted country, her 
peéople* can worship according to their 
individual faith. The German republic 
followed sult; there {s now no German 
church. England is the last nation to 
maintain an apparent connection. “its 
King is nominally head of the Church of 
England, but that is more apparent than 
real. When in Scotland he is ex officio 
a Presbyterian. Now comes the down- 
fall of the bulwark of theocracy, the 
Ottoman Empire.

TEMPERANCE REFORM HISTORY 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

Your correspondent, -J. L.. Campbell, in 
denying the position taken by Don gt 
Halsey, who urged the distinction in 
fact and in law between wine and strong 
or distilled liquors, says: “In the 100 
years of Hquor reform in America, cul- 
minating in the Eighteenth Amendment, 
beer and wine were always recognized 
and accepted as intoxicating beverages, 
and their prohibition was intended and 
attained."’ 

This statement is not entirely correct. 
The truth is, in the first forty or fifty 
years of anti-liquor agitation in this 
country, the early reformers and e 
first temperance societies certainly drew 
a distinction between beer, wine and 
strong liquors, which were then called 
‘*ardent spirits.”’ 

he Rev. W. H. Daniels, a strict pro- 
hibitionist, in his history of ‘: Temper- 
ance Reform and Its Great Reformers, 
in writing of the temperance movement 
In the thirties and forties of the last 
century, says: ‘‘ There was still a weak 
oint in the platform of the Temperance 
Boctety. It pledged its members to total 
abstinence from all distilled liquors, but 
little or nothing was said against the 
use of the lighter stimulants. In some 
bigh and inffaential quarters this, was 
thought to be the full extent to which 
the pledge could be carried without im- 
settee interference."’ 

Again, it is only necessary to point out 
that up to fifty years ago the sale and 
consumption of beer and wine in this 
country were hardly large enough to be 
the cause of any great evils of intemper- 
ance complained of by the reformers 
and temperance societies. Fifty years ago 
practically all of the wine used wes im- 

rted, and its consumption was limited 
9 people’of means. The native wine in- 
dustry Kad then just started, and about 
thirty years ago it began to assume some 

ommercial importance. The brewing 

fr stry did not amount to very much 
until after the civil war. The official 
Statistical Abstract of tht United States, 
published by the Census Department, 
shows that the average annual consump- 
tion of wine per capita in the year 1870 
was only .32 of a gallon, and of beer 5.31 
gallons; in thirty years, or in 1900, the 
per capita consumption of wine was .39 
of a gallon, By that of beer had in- 
creased to 16. alions. 

The-important fact is this:-When na- 
tional prohibition came, the American 
people_were drinking more beer and wine 
and were more temperate than at any

The 
surface of the earth is capable of bein 
cultivated agriculturally, thereby. yield- 
ing food. ow suppose that every por- 
tion of the earth’s surface were devoted 
to agricultural purposes, only a definite 
amount of food could. be produced in 
the average year. The total annual 
production would be large but would 
not be limitless. Everybody knows how 
much food they eat. In a year an in- 
dividual consumes a portion of the 
world’s annual production of food. Con- 
sequently it, should be evident that the 
total amount of food which could be 
produced if every portion of the land 
area of the earth’s’ surface Were de- 
voted to agriculture would feed only 
a definite number of people.

THE EX-SERVICE MAN 





To the Editor of The New York Times: 

What do they mean, these -signs, 
‘“* Keep Him Smiling,'” ‘* Lest We For- 
get’”’ and all that sort of thing? Let 
me tell you about one -chap—who en- 
listed {n August, 1914, went overseas, 
spent three Iéng years in France, where 
finally he was shot full of: holes, and 
partially crippled. Demobilized after 
nearly five years’ service, he went to 
work and shortly rose to a good posi- 
tion as a well-paid executive. Then 
came the inevitable reaction, he was 
forced to spend a long time in bed and 
as a convalescent, he lost his position 
through circumstances over which he 
had no control. He became fit again by 
the time business depression was at its 
height and started out to get a job. 

He is.still hunting. Luck went from 
bad to worse.. Today he spent his last 
twenty cents for the lunch one can buy 
for that amount. Money. gone, in’ debt, 
doctor’s bills unpaid, all his valuables 
in the hands of those gentlemen who 
profit by other people’s misfortunes, but 
still no job, Search after search—every, 
one nice and affable—but no -job. Not 
the sort of a chap who could take any 
semblance of charity, supposedly a gen- 
tleman, supposedly good in his own busi- 
ness. He must keep up an appearance 
as long as is possible and must try to 
smile when some sweet thing asks him 
to “buy a helmet for our poor 
wounded.”’ 

And what of it all? Do the comfor- 
table gentlemen who look out upon life 
from behind their club windows ‘care? 
Do the occupants of expensive limou- 
sines standing tn front of more expen- 
sive shops think? Do the ladies attend- 
ing the fashion shows ‘in aid of” 





wonder? Do those who rode their war- 
babies to prosperity ever think of ‘those 
whose only knowledge of war-babies 
meant French orphans? Do those who 
turned their supplies of war into palaces 
ever consider those who disposed of 
them? Does any one ever Wonder what 
has become of their kind who spent 
years in the mud_and filth and slime 
that they might carry'on as if it had 
not ‘been? Have, they kept their 
promises of ‘‘ We’ll look after you when 
you come back.”’ 

The effect of a long siege of war at 

worst is-bad for even an ordinarily 
imaginative mind—the effect of an un- 
employed peace upon thet mind agegra- 
vates a thousandfold the memories of 
war. 

So it will goon. Gentlemen ‘will give 
their ‘quarters with a righteous air for 
a helmet, ora sprig of flowers, but they 
haven't\a job at their. offices for the 
poor devils who wore real belmets and 
who day after day expected—sometimes 
even hoped—that the next might see a 
spray of poppies over their heads. Girls, 
young and old, who were glad once to 
sacrifice a few of their precious hours 
to. ‘‘do something ’’ for the poor, dear 
soldiers, will also give their quarters— 
and go on their thoughtless way. And 
the poor, dear, jobless soldiers will go 
on their way in their seemingly endless 
hunt for employment. 

Perhaps this case is unusual. But one 
thing is certain—the man who stayed 
at home has not sacrificed seven years 
of his life—and is not worse off today, 
physically and financially, than he was 
in 1914.

EVOLUTION OF COMMON-LAW. 





Teo the Editor of The New York Times: 
Mr. Cordenio A. Severance, President 
of the American Bar Association, at the 
opening of the annual meeting on Aug. 9 
at San Francisco, Cal., made a notable 
address to the association, of which I 
venture to send you this abstract:, His 
subject was ‘‘ The Constitution and In- 
dividualism:’’ One of the most striking 
statements in this remarkable paper was 
that our government system, by pro- 
tecting rights of the individuals, and 
thus giving free rein to the genius of a 
virile people, has~-produced happiness 
and well-being, exercised a helpful in- 
fluence abroad, and must be defended 
against open and insidious enemies. Mr. 
Severance elaborated the thought of how 
the affairs of mankind from the very 


outset, in the great march of civiliza- 
tion, have been controlled, or dominated, 
by forces: which were either under. the 
direction of a.tyrant or of law, and of 
the administration of justice and on. the 
lines of reason. It is-on the latter-idea 
that the common law is founded. : 
He then in a most interesting manner 
presented the various stages through 
which law, based! on reasen, has n 
evolved to suit ‘the changing conditions 
of society, and yet the foundation is the 
unchangeable rules of truth and justice. 
Quoting one of the jurists of the Su- 
preme Court in, a.decision in a recently 
noted case involving the liberty of a 
man who was preaching doctrine antag- 
onistic to the Governnient of the United 
States, he said: ‘* Constitutional pro- 
vistons dq not change, but their .oper- 
ation extends to new» matters as. the 
modes of business and the habits of life 
of the people vary with each succeeding 
year.’’ This, Mr. Severance says, is far 
different. from the. revolutionary. de- 
mands of the mere theorist. Because of 
some minor failure the theorist does not 
hesitate ‘to denounce principles of law 
and govérnment evolved from the best 
thought of jhuman kind and, tested by 
experience. The value. of human -ambi- 
tion, which has led.to human achieve- 
ment, is discarded by the disciplés of a 
certaifi: school of. political philosophy. 
The incentive of the hope of personal 
success, which history has shown to be 
absolutely ential in the development 
of the world, means yess 8 to him. 
The fact that men will not’ labor with 
diligence unless they can y 
fruits-of their toil is ignored by. those 
who: preach communism and denounce 
the exaltation of the individual’ They

The 
people were. perfectly willing to submit 
to having their food, clothes and sale 
of their products, and their transporta- 
tion methods, and everything else con- 
trolled by the’ Government. After the 


war ended and peace conditions. were 
established, unfortunately; the reflex 
action of all this has been to cause the 
people, in a large number of instances, 
to Tose their self-dependence and to look 
to the Federal Government for things 
which in a normal state of peace are 
entirely for a State or individual con- 
cern.

But ultimately there will be no more 
virgin timber land and the annual con- 
sumption cannot continue then to exceed 
the:annual growth. To satisfy the re- 
quirements of future generations of 
men for forest products it will be neces- 
sary to Use a portion. of the earth’s sur- 
face for, raising trees. Assuming that 
— enough land is devoted to forestry, 
he total population of the world would 
still be limited by the annual_supply of 
food furnished by the area devoted to 
Hcels vee 

eople living in the region’ outside 
the tropics need fuel. As long :as all 
the other necessary resources are avail- 
able, the supply of fuel may limit. the 
growth of population. As long as the 
annual production of .coal can exceed 
the annual consumption,’ it is expected 
that population will increase. When 
the annual supply is just sufficient to 
meet the minimum industrial require- 
Population will 
value. 

Now there is only a definite amount 
of coal in the “world and it is being 
consumed. Ultimately the annual: pro- 
duction will be less than the annual 
demand. If no substitute for .coal can 
be found then the population outside the 
tropics will be expected to decrease. 
This decrease in population would. be 
analogous to the decrease in fly popu- 
lation when the total amount of their 
necessary resources was reduced, 

It is probable that wood can take 
the place of ‘coal, but the growing of 
trees requires land. So it is: reason- 
able to believe that a considerable part 
of the total land area of the earth’s 
surface may be devoted to the produc- 
tion of fuel. This will mean that men 
will he more dependent than they: are 
now. on the forests. The relative areas 
devoted to forests and fields would. be 
determined by the standard of living 
which should be maintained. ¥ the 
area devoted to forestry is large é€nough 
to produce fuel as well as other prod- 
ucts, the productiveness of the land de- 
voted to agriculture would still tend 
to Umit the total population. 

It hag been assumed that the agri- 
cultural fertility of the earth’s witewe 
can be permanently’ maintained. ~ No 
sanitary system oi maintaining perma- 
nently the fertility of agricultural land 
has yet been devised, but it is: expected 
that such a system will be -developed 
before the population of * the ‘world 
reaches its maximum figure. . If the 
productivity of all. agricultural dand is 
not maintained and decreases from year 
to year, then it is evident.from the ex- 
periment on the flies- that the -total 
world population will have, to decrease 
at the same time. 

e milk bottle experiment shows 
clear! the « principle of ~« population 
growth regardless of whether the total 
number of people is limited by starva- 
tion or other factors, Future experi- 
ments of another kind are necessary to 
determine what is the desirable average 
standard of living and the maximum 
number of people that can permanently 
maintain at standard of living, to 
show how.the solutions of the prob- 
lems of soil fertility and fuel can be 
obtained, and. to devisa methods where- 
by the educational processes of the 
world can be directed to raise the intel- 
lectual standards of all the people. The 
responsibility of people now Hving is 
to point the way, to do everything pos- 
sible now, and to have faith that suc> 
ceeding’ generations will have at least 
ordinary ‘intelligence. and ‘the result 
should be that civilization should be- 
come a permanent characteristic of the. 
race. Further, with the heritage of 
culture which should become richer as 
it is handed down and a knowledge of 
facts which the present generation 
either has or can acctmulate, there is 
every reason to believe that future gen- 
erations may have an opportunity to 
look back at this period of the world's 
history and ‘consider it-as dark as we 
are apt to be oe ree age will be.

The Fisk Building, containing approxi- 
mately 275,000 square feet of rentable 
area and representing a valuation of 
$5,200,000, according to the assessment 
Vallation for the year 1923, is now 75 
per cent, rented to approximately .135 
tenants, representing about thirty dif- 
ferent lines of business} ‘This record 
has been made by the Cross & Brown 
Company, agents, in a period of about 
one year, and is a sufficient answer to 
those real estate market skeptics who 
predicted that the Fisk Building would 
prove to be a ‘‘ white elephant.”’ 

The Fisk Building record, however, is 
even more remarkable when it is con- 
sidered that the building, which prac- 
tically was a pioneer, was only opened 
to tenants at least eight months after 
the close of the renting market of 1521, 


while all during the early part of the 
rentin eriod ft had to compete with 
the millions of square feet of office 
space added in the terminal zone to 
meet the requirements. of the temporarily 
active renting market of the post-war 
and reconstruction period. 

The Fisk Tire Com y, Inc., having 
organized the 1767 dway Corpora- 
tion for the purpose of. purchasing the 
site of and erecting the Fisk Building, ‘in 
order to consolidate their executive of- 
fices at 52 Vanderbilt Avenue and their 
sales. offices at Fifty-fifth Street and 
Broadway, purchased the site of the 
building in May, 20;. the new Fisk 
Building, however, was not completed 
until October, 1921. It replaced the Rut- 
land and St. Augustine apartment 
houses. :

Sorneone 
who was supposed to be in authority 
wired to Lausanne this morning that the 
meeting would he held in Ouchy; which 
is a suburb of Lasanne. Preparations 
were accordingly made, «4 banquet. for 
seventy people prepared, an orchestra 
ordered and everything done to provide 
a suitable reception. 

At 6:10 P. M. Poincaré’s train arrived. 
He expected to find Mussolini but. of 
Mussolini there was no news, no word 
of any kind. -.A telephone call to Terri- 
tet brought the reply that Mussolini was 
there, When asked. by Poincaré if it 
was conveniént for him to proceed to 
Lausanne, the Italian: Premier replied: 
“Je ‘vous attends. au rendezvous”, (I 
await you at the meeting place). 
The \ baggage was thereupon reloaded 
and’ the train proceeded: to Territet. 


Haly Not “the Slaye of the Allies.”' 


While waiting for Poincaré and Cur- 
zon, Mussolini talked .to the newspaper 
men and told them that he was supréme 
in Italy.. He said he had too long been 
treated as a minor member of the Hn- 
tente. 

‘© T have come hére,”’ he said, “‘ as the 
representative of a country which -is 
equal to ahy other. I did not come 
merely to enable the Allies’ to reach. an 
aceord. Italy is no longer the slave of 

Aliies.” 

When P Poincaré’s train pulled into Ter- 
ritet Mussolini -was sanding on the 
platform, his face wrea thed ‘with ‘smiles. 
It had been intended that the three 
should dine on the traiti and hold their 
conference in Poincaré’s private car- 
But -Mussoiini pressed his, invitation to 
dinner, and Poincaré’ and Curzon got 
into his car and drove tothe ‘Grand 
Hotel.
